Long Spell of,. Hot Weather 
Brings Harvesf Date Ra- 
oidly Forward 



Winnipeg, Aug. 7. — Some welcome 
shower.i fell ycsterd.ay in part.s of 
Southern Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
though not enough to havo any ap- 
preciable effect. Practically there 
has been no rain In the prairie we.st 
since St. Swlthln's Day and lieavy 
precipitation must prove of great 
benefit If It comes In time to check 
tho premature ripening proces.s. 

Heat and drought have set the 
hand of tho harvesting clock fonvavd 
a week at' leaat, and Bpring Wheat 
cutting will bd' general, shortly after 
tht' middle of tho preisent r'month. 

Godd progress has been made with 
the harvesting of fall whe'at- in' South- 
ern Alberta, and with the- .barley crop 
generally. . • • - . , 

The latest estimate "shows that 
twenty-five thousand men will bo 
needed in the three prairie provlnc(;3 
for tho harvest, distributed thus: 
Manitoba 12,000, Saskatchewan 11,- 
OOO, and Alberta 2000; 

More unskilled labor has been of- 
fering all season than the railways 
could absorb, and wages have been 
down to $1.50 per day, which Is un- 
usually low. Now, however, men are 
beginning to quit the construction 
camps and go to the harvest fiolda, 
where the work. If hardox-, Is under 
mor^ .pleasant, conditions, while the 
boardvls niuch superior. As a result 
contractors are raising wages to $1,75 
and even $2 in an effort to keep a 
sufficient staff for the economical 
working of their contracts, but they 
win bo short-handed for tho balance 
of the season, which means that much 
of th'e now lines which it was hoped 
to havo ready to handle this season's 
crop 'will not bo in shape. 

Not a quarter of tho twenty-five 
thousand required Is likely, howcvc;r, 
to be drawn from thlj source, and 
with a good crop south of tho boun- 
dary the Canadian west will have to 
roly mainly on Ontario and .Quebec for 
the labor defloleticy^ Th'e -fil-st' excur- 
sion Is dated to leave Ihe ■ maritime 
provinces on August 11, but It looks 
now as If tliat date Is somewhat lato. 

Of course there Is a big arrrry of 
unemployed In Winnipeg, and twenty- 
five per cent, of tho men belonging to 
trade union.^ ha%'e been unable to se- 
cure employment this summer, but 
tho uiu?niployed, as a recognized and 
organized class in this city, prefer 
waiting round for town jobs to getting 
busy in tho fields, and not half of 
them may be available. It l.i likely, 
liowever, that at least a couple of 
thousand fine workers from the strik- 
ing ranks of the Canadian' Pacific 
mechanics will be available, and it Is 
probable, therefore. That eighteen to 
twenty thousand harvesters from tho 
cast should bo enough. It la estl- 
iiuttcd of eastern harve.-ster.s ton per 
cent, .■iottlo perm.-iiiently in the coun- 
tr.\', and tlie excur.slon.s .are tlirrofnre 
Invaluable for leavening the raw mass 
of the west with the .sturdy .Tnd in- 
telligent men of Ontario and Quebec.

Tho 
substance of the message from tho 
president, which ho quoted, was mado 
public long ago. In the BrownevlUe 
matter tho enllro rdsponslbllltjr for Is- 
suing tho original order and .for do- 
oUnlng to allow Its suspension was 
tho president's."

Thaw.st/tes that ho Is confined in 
Jail, Dutchess county, N.Y., and likely 
to bo there for .some time.

Canadian Banks May Be Help- 
ed by Funds From Old 
Country 



Montreal, Aug. 7. — Alex Laird, gen- 
eral manager of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, who returned recently from 
a short visit to Great Britain, took oc- 
casion in London to discuss Canadian 
affairs with some of tile iL-udIng Uld 
Country Ijankers. 

Mr. Laird says that the knowledge 
displayed of. Canadian., af. fairs by the 
London bankers Wtiis almost surprising 
in its completeness and astuteness. The 
general feeling Bcenied to ho that tlio 
Uoirilnlon was porhaiis making too 
many demands .at present on tlie Lon- 
don money market,, but as the foremost 
bunk officer in the United Ivlngdom ex- 
pressed himself, "Canada may be ask- 
ing too much of us just now, but wc 
have' no country which has more to 
show In the way of natural assets and 
material Iniiirovoments for the money 
she has spent." It was interesting to 
observe how .woU Informed.-; tho finan- 
ciers worovupb'iiiieven'.toltior,: matters re- 
latl'hg to Caniiditai investments. 

Mr Laird todl^ advantage ot these 
moctings to talk over a inatter wliicli 
lie iias previously advocated, and whicli 
wllM)Q:of great benefit to the Dominion, 
vIz.z.iDonking accominqdation In moving 
thO ' Canadian; cropif.l-;ln hlij- opinion there 
Is no reason iwhy'.tlio.'OW'Oountry banks 
should not assist the outgoing of our 
erop, .lust ah tlity' have for many years 
pai tlolpatci^ in ' tho.j.'.movcmont of tlio 
U. .S. cotton- (;rop. Jlr, Laird does not 
bellovu that any asfdstaneo will 1)0 re- 
quired tills year, ,but if the northwest 
gain production continues to ineroaso 
as it muioubtedly will, it will not only 
be fHtlng, but almost necessary that 
Old Country fund.'; should bo invoked 
for tlio exporting ot tbe grain. While 
the Canadian banks would deal with 
tbe shipper, whotlier ho wore tho farm- 
er or the grain buyer, and can look 
after all grain Intended for Immediate 
forwurdingi there is tho ■ burden of 
carrying a large quantity, of grain 
through tho winter at the terminal 
ports from about tho middle of Novcm- 
l)cr to tho middle of April, during tho 
time navigation Is closed. 

In regard to this grain, tho Canadl.an 
banks loud on tho olovator or tornihial 
njoi-diUs. ■\Vhi--ii tho amnuiit of grain so 
carried becoiiios very largo it will be 
iiecossary to soolt for outside assist- 
ance, and the Canadian banks should 
be able to secure from tho Old Country 
iiaiiks, funila against the elevator re- 
ceipts, by drawing bills of exchange to 
cover tlio quantity of grain Mntonded 
for oxpnrt and tho period during wbicli 
It would bo In store and 111 transit. 

Mr, Laird, on cli.soussln,'.; tho inattor 
In Lunilon, found a wllli:iKiioss on llio 
part of tlio banks who are correspond- 
ents for Canadian banks to meet this 
situation when It arose. In his opinion 
It Is Iniporlallsni In its most practical 
and useful form. 



Dp EXTENSIVE WORK 

Fairfield Estate; Owners Peti- 
tion for Local Improve- 
ments v. 



,Tha streets, bridges and ^sewerS' eotti- 
mltteo was last evening aslced to un 
dertuke an extensive programme of 
local improvements when a petition 
containing many nuines of residents in 
the Fairfield estate section was consid- 
ered. The iiotitloners request tho city 
council to undertake the work of grad- 
ing, macadamizing, draining, boulevard- 
Ing and olhcrwiao Improving, on tho 
local improvement plan. Cook, Oxford 
Cambridge, Jluy and Chapman streets, 
all of Which thoroughfares traverse the 
Fairfield estate,- It was ' p<)lnted'''Out 
that, now that the car lino is being 
constructed to the cemetery, several 
who have built dwellings In that nelgh- 
liorhood and many more who are con 
teniiilating doing so, will be greatly 
benefited, and tho city should under 
take this work of Improvement, the 
owners to jiay their proper proiiortiun 
of tlio cost. 

Tile coiiiiiilttce, after some discus- 
sion, decidod lliat as there are very 
fe\v liiii)i(n-oincnts in that section a.-- 
yet, It would not be wiso to undertake 
the suggested work while there are so 
many other necessary works to be un- 
dertaken In portions of the city where 
they are more needed. 

The question of tho city'.? relations to 
Oak Bay in tlie matter of a water sup 
ply, and the consideration of the draft 
agreement prepared by Oak Bay and 
subniittod tu the council and by that 
body referred to the committee was 
not discussed, the committee referring 
the uiiole subject back again to the 
council. It will bo considered at Mon- 
day night's meeting:. 

Despite the fact that the committee 
has twice luissed resolutions calling 
upon the Tramway company to remove 
the old ties on Store street and level 
up the roadway, which at present Is In 
a bad condition because of the prdsence 
of these tics, whiph have rotted and 
left the roadway very uneven, nothing 
has a.s yet been done by the company. 
iSeveral more complaints have reached 
the committee as to the condition of 
tho road. Tho company recently prom- 
ised to have the old ties removed, but 
so far no start has been made on this 
work. • 

A delegation representing tho own- 
ers on Bolton street, Victoria West, 
waited upon tlio eoninilttoo,'' asking 
that a sewer be laid on that thorough- 
fare, and a deputation of owners from 
Block "H," Fairfield estate, also asked 
that a s.swer bo laid In that section. 
These works will be recommended to 
the council. 

A cement sidewalks will bo laid on 
the south side of ColUnson street, from 
Vancouver street to 'Rupert street, and 
the fence along the west side of Ross 
Bay cemetery, from Fairfield road to 
M;iy street, will bo straightened and 
the Tramway conijiany asked to run 
its line as near to the fence as possi- 
ble, and to grade May street, on which 
the track will bo laid, to tho proper 
level.

Pembroke Street Neighbors at 
Odds — High Fence Causes 
Hard Feelings ; 



There is trouble' brewing on Pom- 
broke street and all because one 
neighbor, for some reason best known 
to himself, objects to the erection oC 
a handsome dwollliiB on the adjoining 
lot. Detcrmlaod that the owner of tlu^ 
new dwclllns shall bo kept strictly to 
Ills own lueation and have no right of 
a free and unobstructed view oC that 
portion of the. city on tho side o£ tJic 
neighbor,* the latter lias erected a high 
board fence somo twelve foct In height 
between tho two lots effectually cut- 
ting olT all "lew on that side.

Apparently imbued with tho Idea 
that the builder of the fence has right 
on his side, no attempt has been made 
to pull down tho offensive obstruction, 
but the workmen on the new house 
liave IndulgiHl in an ain'>:inl. ol' pic- 
torial sarcasm which dounlless hurts, 
though the iieishbor has mU felt It to 
the extent of removing his fence, 
l^erehcd high uijon- poles erected In 
front of the olTendlng dwelling are two 
large boards. Ou one is ijalnted the 
legend "Who built that fcnee," ami in 
order that the passers-by may be in 
IU) doubt as to what fence is meant, 
the picture of a hand pointing In the 
direction of the recently erected fence 
is shown. On another poh^ Is a rudely 
executed dial of a eloek on which Is 
printed "Time Is short,'' and above 
the legend "Man get next." evldeii.tly 
some keei'i sarc.ism whlcli wotdil he 
understood by the builder of the fence.

CREATE WARM FIRE 



Explosion of Ether In Hender- 
son Bros. Premisesi Yates 
' Streetj-Starts^pleizis 



An.e:iploBlon of a quantity of cthor 
stored Ih the' rear of tho premises of 
HcnderBon Bros., wholesale druggists, 
started a lire last night about 10.30 
o'clock, which ut one time gaVo every 
appearance of developing into a se- 
rious conllagratloii. The blaze started 
right In the midst of n largo quantity 
of choiiilcal.s and oils, highly inllani- 
mabie, but before the lire wai com- 
municated to thoao It was subdued by 
the llroinen and tho loss was compura- 
tivelyi small amounting to not moro 
than a few hundreds- at. tbe niost. 

When the lire brigade arrived on the 
scone the ilames could ho seen swoop- 
ing along beneath the skylight wliich 
covered the low pcu'tion of the build- 
ing at the rear. Soon they burst out 
through the glass but by that time a 
stream from tho hydrant had been 
brought lo bear and 'the lire was 
quickly put down, while another 
struaip through the front of tho prem- 
ises el'fe.ctually Quelled the. fire. The 
chemical stream, was found to bo prac- 
tically' Useless appeariug to afford 
fuel to the flames already well sup- 
plied with chemicals. 

The fire was conllned to the low 
portion of tho building In whlcJi was 
stored quantities of oils, glycerine, 
ether, and other highly cumhustiblo 
materials.

Canadian Trade Commissioner Writes 
of Proposed 'iyiuni«ipa|izatibn of 
Street Lines 



The street r.ailways of Toklo have 
been deveUjped within the hist few 
ye;ir.s; before the! outbri;ak of the war 
with Russia, the street railway Kys- 
li!iu was less than a mile In length. 
The franchise, was given to a private 
company for ja-perlod'. of fifty yoars,'at 
the expiration of wHlch- time tho" rail- 
way with all Its appurtenaiioes, ex- 
tensions and properties Is to-fall'lnto 
tlu! ])ossesslon of the municipality of 
'Poklo upon ver.y liberal terms. From 
the very beginning the receipts of the 
company havo furnished liberal 
dividends to the shareholders. With 
tho constantly increasing mileage, tho 
Investment has turned out re;narkably 
prolitahlo to those who were fortun- 
ate enough to aecure shares. \ 

Tho agitation has been growing in 
force during the. last, two years, for 
tho Immodlato purchase by jtho mu- 
niolpalltyi of. tho property ahd^vprlvl-' 
legos held by the company. '; But In 
tho moantirtie the' company has con- 
tinued to extend the Uae^ .wlUi the 
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A COUEGE OF APPLIED SCIENCE, 
. AOiliated to ^eim's University, 
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natural result tliat every month tliey 
have been, able to shaw a constant ap- 
preciation In the value of the com- 
pany's possessions. At the present 
time, theria aro about one hundred 
miles of railway in operation In Tokyo 
with a reveiiut^ liist year of 1,550,000 
yen, and the amount that was pajd 
to tho municipal treasury was ]."),000 
.veil only. As tho result of tlio nogo- 
tlntlons between the representative 
of the nuinleiinil councils and tho com- 
pany, the inirchase of the railway by 
tho municipality w^s agreed upon for 
about 80,000,000 yen,' or .'i;lO,000,000 
currency. This Is the sum that It Is 
calculated will be necessary to pur- 
chase the stock of .thaccompany. It 
is hardly necessary to say; that this 
represents conslderaHly more than the 
par value of the stock, , 

Opposition to the Scheme 
. Tho powers of tho municipality of 
Toklo aro limited and In respect to 
certain expenditures, tho city council 
has ..to secure the consent of the Im- 
povlal govornmont. Tho financo de- 
partment of tlie Imperial goveriimont 
has had tho subject under considera- 
tion for some time, and it Is now 
rumored that the conclusion hns been 
reached not to allow the municipality 
to purchase the. street railway system 
Cor this large sum of money, on tho 
grounds that the municipality might 
better wlthhoPll its responsibility un- 
til the expiration of the franchso, 
wlien the city cotincll may assume 
possession upon niiKjh better terms. 
A Utopian Street Car Service 

The r.dvocatos of tho purchase of 
the system by the municipality, how- 
over, will undoubtedly continue their 
agitation, and It will be coupled tvlth 
an appeal to the public, promising 
that If tho munclpallty shall become 
immediately into possession of the 
system., the fares will be considerably 
reduced. Thi.s, of course, will appeal 
to popular Interests. On tho other 
hand the managers of tho company. If 
the system is not jiurchased by the 
municipality, have announced their 
Intention of Increasing tho faros. The 
fares now e.^lstlng under tho system of 
tickets is 4 sen (equal to 2 cents) and 
carries with it the privilege of any 
number of transfers that may bo ne- 
cessary to complete the journey. Tho 
stopping places' are 320 yards apart 
between the two great railway sta- 
tions, nnd 400 yards apart In all tlie 
other lines. Tho cars are always 
crowded. Tho system oC trailer.s has 
not yet been Introduced. Pa.ssengcrs 
are allowed to stand until a car is 
crowded. If the company was com- 
pelled by law to furnish .a seal for 
every passenger, nearly half of those 
desiring to use the ihu^s would bo un- 
able to find jiccoinniodation. Not- 
withstanding the crowded and uncom- 
fortable character of the service, oven 
In hot weather. It is the rarest thing 
In tho ■world to see any evidence of 
discourtesy or Impatience between tho 
olllcial.s and the iiasscngers. or among 
the Iiasscngers themselves. Tho 
.sterner sex invariably give up their 
si!ats to the woman-folk, and they 
also nearly always offer the same 
S:ourt_£sy to Europeans. 

IVIinimum -Death Rate on Railways 

In the last, full year, for which tho 
returns are available, It Is found that 
tho number of ixr.sons employed on 
government an<] jirivate railway (;oin- 
panies in Japan, tincl the number of 
passengers carried by these lines ag- 
gregated 121), 870,717. Among those 
were nineteen deaths, and ;tlo in.1iirlcs 
from accidents, 'i'lio number of deaths 
wore Iherefoi-c in round llgures iier 
100,000,000 .and the number of injur- 
ies were 2:> per 10,000,000. 

Tho government railway;; carried 
more than 47,£)00.000 passengers during 
tho year in question, and ^thong those 
were no fatal casualties. The eight 
passengers killed met their death on 
private lines, and tho passengers car- 
ried by these linos totalled 78,22S,IGS. 
This indicate.^ that on all .lapaiiese 
railways, during that year, the number 
of p.'iKseiigC'rs l;llled was ono to every 
16,000,000. This record Is all tho more 
remarkable in eomiJiirlson with tlw 
ratio of tho pnssr'u.gers killed In fh-eat 
Hrltaln and Ireland, whhdi w!is 1 to 
S 1-2 millions,' and the corresponding 
llgures In the United .States was 1 to 
2 1-2 millions. 

Mortality Among Railway Employees 
Tlie nuinbi'r of railway employees 
durln.g till,' same year on govi!rnnieiit 
and private railways totallod Sl,;i3:i. 
There wero eleven fatal accldentH to 
employees on these lines. Working 
the llgures out In detail. It la shown 
that tho ratios -were l. to every 14,0] 1 
employees on the government lines, 
and 1 to every 3,098 on tho private 
rnilways, or 1 to every 7,393 over tlio 
whole railway system of Japan. 

Turning to tho ratio of pasaongors 
Injured, hero again tho record is 
greatly In Japan's favor. In respent to 
the Injuries to employees, tho record 
of Japan during the year In' quesTIbVi, 
was 1 lo 732, as compared with 1 to 
lie In tho United Kingdom, and 1 to 
20 In the United States. 
, In the fatalities In the inming enter- 
prises, -Japan -does' not show' ^iis' good 
a record. Four persons per 1,000 of 
those cnip.loj'.cd met death la the.raJnoa.

The British Tariff Commi=.«;lon has 
Issued an Interesting memorandum in 
regard to tlie possible food suiipiy ot 
the ITnlted Kingdom from the outlying 
parts of the Empire. Among other 
things it is jiointod out that at the 
present rate of progress, according to 
the estimates of the Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, by the year 1012 Can- 
ada may produce 3,10,000.000 bushels 
of wlicat. which is one and a half 
times as iiiueli as tlie United Kingdom 
imports. Possibly the rate of pro- 
gress may 1)0 stated at a little loo 
high a figure, but it is very clear that, 
unless unexpected drawbacks Inter- 
vene, Candida, will . before the close of 
tha next decade be able' to supply the 
people of the Mother Country with nil 
the breadstuffs they will require. It 
is also c(|ually clear that, at the pres- 
ent rate oC incri-a;;e in tlie population 
of the United States, that country will 
within the same period drop out of 
competition with the Dominion in this 
trade. The following Is a very In- 
.structlve table from the same memor- 
andum:

These li(jui-cs are very inslructlvc, 
for they show that the Empire i.s 
advancing towards self-support in the 
matter of food products In a very 
satisfactory manner. The results of 
preferential tariffs arc .also l)rout;lii 
out In the memorandum, and arc very 
Sfitisfactory. We an' told that in the 
five years ending ISSG, the exports 
from the United- Kin.gdom to Canada, 
Australia and New Ze.ilaiul averaged 
over thirty-two millions sterling a 
year, hut during the next ten years 
fell to Komc tliing less than twenty-four 
millions, but that in the live years 
eiiaiDif 100(5 they had grown to over 
thIrty-sIx millions and in 1007 reached 
nearly fifty millions. These things 
must have an important hearin- upon 
the develo|)m(ml ot lirltish opinion on 
trade matters. 



European students of forestry, who 
have been forced by the condition of 
affairs on that continent ' to carefully 
study the question of wood .supplies, 
have sounded a'note of alarm as?.to the 
future. M. Melard, one of tho leading 
foresters in France, says: 

At tile iireseiit moment the forestry 
situation in the civilized world can ho 
summed up hi these words: Tlio con 
sumption of wood Is greater than the 
normal production of tho acces.sible 
forests. There Is In this production 
deficit which is for the moment sup- 
plied l)y the destruction of the /orests 

IC Sweden, l-^'inland, and Canada 
should supply tho Importatlojis of . all 
tho countries requiring' manufacturing 
wood, their ' n,ormal production'' ^yoiild 
not suffice, and their forest 'capital 
would soon be dissipated. 

Dr. Schllch, a leading English ail- 
tliorlty, says: 

The great standby for conll'orous 
timber will bo Canada, provided he 
government does not losi' time in In 
Irotluciug a rational managcnii.'iit of 
her forests. 

Sir Dietrich t3randis. tlie father of 
tho iirrsont system of forestry in }3rit 
Ish India, says: 

I cannot sufficientl.v urge upcni you 
Canadians the necessity of concentrat- 
ing all your eiiorKies niion one ijoint, 
and tliat is the constitution of as large 
an area ot state .forests as possible, to 
enable ' Canada to supply permanently 
the greater portion of tho conlfornus 
timber now Imiiortcd into Great Brit 
a i n . 

Prici's will risi> steadily, and It is for 
you In Canada now to seize this op 
portunily. and to lay the foundation 
tor a niagnlficint future development 
of >-(ivu- wealth. 

.Sir Wilfrid Laurler is .-ilso <|uoted 
sa.\-lnf,'; "It is not fair to tlie country 
it Is not fair to us who are living, .iiid 
atUl less is it fair to the generations to 
come after us — that we should allow 
the destruction of tho forest to go on 
y^ar -by year by tho cutting down of 
the trees, and make no effort what 
ever to replace what Is thus taken 
away." and Mr. R. L. Borden is enM^t- 
ed -with the followin.i,': ■■(If all oar wi^n- 
derful natur.-il rcsoiu-fis none are piore 
important tlian the forests. Their con- 
servation is undoubtedly more vital to 
our future than is generally realized 

The Importance of prescr\Mng our 
forests as a moans of keeping our 
rivers at their present volume Is dwelt 
upon, and wo are reminded that in 
Southern France at the beginning ot 
tho last century tho mountain sides 
had been so denuded of forest growth 
that ovon-flowlng streams had become 
converted into rushing torrents, and 
tliat eight million acres of lan<l had 
been rendered .u,nflt for cultivation by 
the deposit of sand and gravel upon 
them. More than $20,000,000 have al- 
ready been spent and it is estimated 
that J3O,O00,00O more will have to be 
spent before the area within France 
affected by these changes, which does 
not exceed 800,000 acres, can bo re- 
stored to its original fertility. We are 
reminded that the great Russian rivers, 
the Don, the Dneiper and the Volga, 
once flowed through wooded country, 
but with tho destruction of the forests 
these gtreams have become shallow and 
of reduced Importance, and some of 
the tributary streams have wholly dried 
The Russian government is doing

its best to restore the rivers by plant- 
ing forests, but tho process Is slow 
and expensive. Germany has a for- 
estry system that has been perfected 
through centuries. With a poiiulation 
of 240 to the square mile, Germany is 
increasing her wooded area. At pres- 
ent she has 35,000,000 acres In forest, 
and derives an annual revenue there- 
from of $63,000,000 a year, besides hav- 
ing the advantage ot a timber supply 
near at home and the benefit of a 
proper conservation of the rallfall. 

The opinions of several prominent 
men, other than those above nieiitioiK'd, 
are quoted, and we reproduce them. 
His Excellency Earl Grey -says:; "Al- 
though my experience In Canada has 
been comparatively short, it lui.«! yet 
been sufficicMil to impress me with th 
urgent desirability of focussing tho best 
br.ains of tho Dominion on tho immedl 
ate consideration of what shall be 
done with our forests so iis to protect 
tlio -.soil upon which tho maiuteiiance 
of our agricultural prosperity depends." 
Mr. Sidney Fisher, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, is quoted as follows: "It Is high 
time that the man on the street, the 
averagi.' man who is Interested in the 
business of tlie land, should take up 
this question, so as to understand it 
sufticlontly, at all events, to Induce 
hini to give his snjiport to the govern- 
ineiit.s which ai'e woi'king in tlie direc- 
tion of the conservation of our forests, 
and of the students and political econ- 
omists who are pointing the way for 
those in autliorlt.v to act." 

I'rom Mr. i''rank Oliver, Jlinistrr of 
the Interior, wo have the following: 
"There Is In Canada a vast area of 
ti inhered land, and that timber has 
;i value altofjether beyond its eoni- 
ir.('rci.-ii value. It is being lost year 
after year to a stupendous extent, and 
It is necessary to take active measures 
for the patrolling of those forests to 
srciu'e their r>reserv!i tlon against lire*." 

Dr. I!. 10. l'\-rnin\', tln' founder o.f 
tho United States I'^orest Service, and 
now Dean of the Faculty of Forestry 
at the ■University ot Toronto, tells us 
that 'if you have any conception that 
Canada is eapab'e of enduring as a 
nation for a thoi.>i.f.d years, do not be 
In a hurry to dispose of your resources. 
Do not think that permanent prosper- 
ity comes from disposing of all your 
farm lands lavishly, opening up all 
your mines at once, or market- 
ing all your timber as rapidly 
aa possible. Develop wisely rather 
than rapidly. ' • There Is no (|Ues- 
tlon that Canada, if :.iio adopts a wise 
forc^st policy, can soon become the con- 
troller of tho wood markets of the 
world, and of the paper trade In 
special," 

Tile n(-aii of the Faculty of Arts at 
Laval University, Monselgneur La- 
namrrio, says: ^'pf all the • tiuostlons 
of public Interest' which cb'ncprri' the 

economic featuro of Canada, I know 
of none of more Importance than th.at 
of the forests. It Is on this point that 
all the Holicituclc of Canadians ought 
to converge, since upon tho solution 
given to this problem will depend iri 
a '.urge meiisure llie general i>rosperlty 
of the country, ♦ » "\Vc ai'c rich in 



forests; from this point of view we 
are perhaps tho richest people in the 
world, but our forcsial resources are 
not Inexhaustible. To say so would bo 
to give evidence of bad faith and of 
ignorance." 

These views deserve great attention. 
As wo have said on former occasions, 
tho forpstry questlom, do^s.^. not^-nt 
presont pecm very acuifo In^Brttlsh po- 
lumbla, but wo cannot tell 'hdw. BOon' 
It may become so. The people who 
will soon look to this province for 
their pplticlpal supply of high-grade 
coniferous woods will be numbered by 
millions, and It Is not too soon to be- 
gin a thorough Investigation of tho 
practical side of tho subject. Theo- 
retically we are all of one mind. What 
seems needed Is somo one who will t^ll 
us Just what wo ouglit to do. If any 
])rovlncial niini.ster can do this ho 
will servo his country well. We cer- 
tainly can, at least, save our forests 
from destruction by fire. 

WAR TALK 



It Is surprising how trei.iy war is 
talked about in Great Britain, and 
liie possible enemy Is always Ger- 
many. Leading papers seriously dis- 
cuss tho prospects of a German inva- 
sion, and some of them profess to see 
In tho coneentr.-itiou of the lleet Ui 
the North Sea proof iiosltlve that such 
•ui Invasion Is In contemplation and 
must be provided agaln.st Immediately. 
Some of the papers even go so far as 
to inquire If the e. imposition of the 
lleet Is such as will meet the possible 
emergency. Tho talk ot an Invasion 
of Britain Is as old as William the 
Conqueror, who was the last person 
til .atti'iupt the te.it. Me succeeded, 
but the result was that a Utile later 
England conquered France. Philip of 
Spain thought ho could accomplish tho 
task, but tlie wrecks of the Invincible 
Armada spelled the magnitude of Ills 
error. Napoleon talked about It .and 
made many preparations; but Nelson 
settled all his schemes at Trafalgar. 
Napoleon III was credited with a like 
amliltion, and the VoUmteer movement 
was the result. At tho time of the 
I'^ashoda incident, there were some 
people who were convinced that In- 
vasion would be an easy thing, but 
France did not think so, and Faslioda 
was promptly given up. Now the possi- 
ble Invader is to come from another 
quarter, from the l^nd whence the Sax- 
ons, Jutes and Angles came a long time 
ago. But these gentry were invited, 
otherwise they would probably have 
been even less successful than were 
the Danes a few ceviturlos later. That 
Germany will attempt the work is very 
much open to doubt. In these daj's 
there must be reasons for war, and 
the German . Emporor would not 
plunge his country Into such a con- 
lllct as war with Britain would In- 
volve, without some reason whleli 
could be defended, for n^tuithstand- 
itig all that has been .said of hia 
boundless ambition. It must be admit-, 
ted that during his reign his innuenco 
has been tor peace, although not for 
disarmament. 

We suppose It might bo possible to 
Invade Britain. "Von Moltko thought 
so, but he also expressed tho opinion 
that the chief dilllculty to be confront- 
ed by the Invading army would be to 
get out again. Tho people who write 
stories about how tho Invasion Is to 
be eondtieted make out a very clear 
case. Nothing can be simpler from 
their point ot view than the landing 
of a quarter of a' million Germans on 
tin shore of Sussex and the march- 
ing of them to London. Where the 
vessels would come from to carry the 
invading host, what the British lli'et 
would be doing while they were cross- 
ing the North Sea, and what would 
occupy the attention ot the army 
Willie the German soldiers were dis- 
embarking arc matters' that are easily 
disposed of. Ail the writer has to say 
is ".Meanwhile tho Germans had land- 
ed," and so on. The modus operandi 
is too difficult to be worked out. The 
danger of this war t;i!lc is that it he- 
gets bad re<iin.g between tile people of 
the tv.-o countries, a thing that ought 
to be avoided. We know that if there 
were constant talk In our papers and 
those of the United States about one 
country invailing the other, l>;ul blood 
would be engendered and an excusc> 
for hostilities might be easily dis- 
covered. Wo ai'o inclined to thlnlt 
that belilnd all this war talk In I'hig- 
land there is a gre.at deal of party 
IioUtics. Tlie Liberal party seems, if 
continued in power, likely to disturb 
many time-honored social and econo- 
mic ari'angements. and those, who o])- 
liose. tile eh,-iiiges, do not seem to be 
above creating national alarm in order 
to secure the dismissal of tho Liberal 
cabinet by the popular vote.

Lord Powerscourt, v.-ho wa.s twenty- 
eight the other day. succeeded to the 
family honors about four years ago, 
not long after his marriage to "a grand- 
daughter of tho third Earl of Radnor. 
A .son and iielr was born to them In 
190.') — a happy event, say.s tlie Daily 
Chronicle, which disproved the super- 
.stltlous tradition that no liolder of the 
Powerscourt title should ev(,-r see his 
successor. An e.K- lieutenant of the 
Irish Guards, Lord Powerscourt is lit 
present Comptroller to the HousehoM 
of the Irl.sh Viceroy. The old fanilly 
mansion in IDublin built at enormous 
cost in tlie eighteenth century, is 
now a wholi'Salo drapery warehouse. 
Lord Po«-crHcourfs home Is in Wick- 
low, and is ono of the lovellc-st places 
in Ireland, standing on a terraced ain- 
phltheatre uOO feel above the sea and 
approached by winding avenues of 
oaks, beeches, sycamores aad chest- 
nuts, 

Tho .statemiMit that the ainncr table 
was decorated with old Irish "Potato 
rings" when Lord and Lady Iveagh 
entertained various royal iperaons re- 
cently, has, says the Manchester 
Guardian; caused some little' specuia- 
lloa amojig tho uninitiated as to tlie 
nature of these Celtic treasures.

The rings are broadish 
hoops of- silver, concave on the outer 
side, often enriched with-'chaslns. and 
ornamented by piercea.-aridr. repousse 
work.V'; ..Connoisseurs ;at the; present 
day say'large'-suraoi^fbr tliesefrlngs, as 
much as iBJS the ounce being paid for 
a fine sp.e.cijtrenj'. which • maye weigh 
twelve ounces.-' ". _ . "

The Standard says:— At the ap- 
pointed hour last night the closure 
brought to an end the formality of de- 
bating in tlie House of Commons on 
tho nrst clause of the Licensing dill. 
All the world knows, that the Gov(!ni- 
ment's only chance of legislating on 
the liquor question lies in accepting a 
hold reconstruction ^ of their present 
bill. If they do-not llke-rto'take amend- 
monts from the Commons thoy must 
submit to thorn ■from the Lords, unless 
they send their"" text lo the Upper 
House in so desjitrate a shape as to 
<lofy Improvement. Possibly when 
thev have thought over their posllloii 
during the recess tloT will niodlly 
their tactics. It is a question as to 
Which the Unionist i)arty is Indifferent. 
On the whole It would prefer that 
Ministers should stand out for the bill, 
the whole bill, and nothing but tho 
bill. For, In that case, thoy would get 
nothing at all. But, if, on the other 
hand, thoy were politic. enough to soit- 
on down somo of tho angles of tho 
bill Ihoy might set up a moral obliga- 
tion on tho Poors to spend time in 
beating the menauro Into an endurable 
form. If, however, they look to .Sir 
Thomas Whlttalter and Mr. Lelf Jones 
for Inspiration and prompting, they 
can make up their minds that no Lic- 
ensing act will llgure In tho Speech at 
prorog.atlon. i'"(U' the jieople of Great 
Britain are quite resolved neither to 
permit the licensed trade to be exposed 
to parliamentary confiscation nor to 
have their own comfort and conveni- 
ence Impaired at tlte dictation ot > 
organised group of fanatics. The in o- 
vlsions of the bill have been received 
outside the House of (kmnnons with a 
sort of incredulous disdain. This 
Would pass Into hearty Indignation if 
there should seem to be any prospect 
of a measure so dishonest and fussy 
becoming law. 

The debate on the Licensing bill 
drags its slow length along (remarhs 
tho iMorning Post), and would bid fair. 
If the dsicusslon on the later clauses 
wore as long In jiroiiortlon to their im- 
portances as that upon tlie earlier, to 
extend to Chrl.stnias. As It is, it is cut 
down by the use of the closure which 
can hardly be defended on any ground 
except the very unsatisfactory one 
that, as tho business of tho House ot 
Commons is at present organised, full 
discussion .Is an Iraposslbllity. If the 
amount of; intemperance in the coun- 
try bears any relation to the facilities 
for drinking — as who can doubt that 
It does— ami If it can be'Teduccd hy 
reducing tho number of premises on 
which drinking goes on, bow can It 
possibly b(; coiiteiuled that the ..side ot 
liquor for home consumption falls out- 
side the scope of licensing legislation'.' 
At the present day a person who has a 
craving for alcohol may satisfy it In 
one or two ways.. He may. either enter 
a publlc-housd and . drlnji ,,4t.i on^.i:.the 
premises, or lie may' . buy„.;3rmk;./''for 
consumption at homd.i ! The*''denil6raK 
Isatlori caused by> trppyng,'*w,hfdli^ is 
the sole reason fd.r,^ , Interfering jwlth 
tho sale of drink, 'Is. 'air' valid .'a. Abound 
for diminishing the number of public 
houses. Indeed, ot the two' the:pft- 
llcence is lu-obably the more hnrniful, 
tor the public-liouso Is at any rate;, of 
ten a scene of social conviviality 
while the off-licence is tlie occasion of 
Kocret-drlnklng, the amount of which 
cannot of course be measured by stat- 
istics, -put which is said by doctors, 
who are probably better qualilled than 
most iicrsons to Judge, to be on the in 
crease. No good reason was given 
by the spokesmen of the. government 
for declining to deal, .with this matter, 
which is clearlygermane to the cause 
of temperance, and their reluctance 
to handle it cannot but shake ,cbnfl 
donee 4n. the slnosrlty of their fithoT 
proposals. 

The Financial Times says:— Irish 
banking results haVo been uniformly 
good for a nu:nber of years, and It has 
not infreifuoutly happened tliat tho 
hanks In that country have boon abl' 
to show satisfactory iirolits In jierlod 
when I'hi.gllsh inslitutinns have expo 
rlenced a general reduction In earnings. 
This. howi'Ver. has not been the case 
In the first half of the present year, 
for our usual comparison reveals as 
general a sct-bacU in profits as tiiat 
suffered by the largo English banks. 
In only ono case — the Muns' and 
Lelnater — has there been an^ .nqroaso 
In net-prollt. The Bank of Ireland 
secured a net revenue of some .C 0,000 
below that of 1907. with the result 
that premises are only written down 
by £3,000, the dividend remaining at 
li 1-2 ])i-r eoiit. Inrle.Mi. In no c.'ise has 
It been found necessary to lower the 
distributions, the effect of the reduc- 
ed earnings being cMilmed lo the 
alloeatlon.s to reserve, whicli are gene- 
rally lower. The, heaviest falling off 
tn revenue oeeurrfcd in tho case of the 
Provincial, 'whose earnings declined 
by £11,000, and the transfer to reserve 
and premises are accordingly oh a 
much smaller scale. In spite ot its 
extensive London connections,, which 
probalily in'c}duced a smaller revenue, 
the Niit'lonal I'.viirrienced bin ;i trilling 
decrease' in e,arnin.c;s, while this (leelliie 
in the [)rnlil.'; of the I l!li(>rniaii were 
not of ;in important cliaraeter. As re- 
gards tlie last nnmefl. lt may be r,.- 
membc^red lh;il to mei-t. the deoreei.i- 
tion in sei'uritle.q tlie liank tO'.'k tlie 
unusual course last summer of opening 
a suspense account of £2"!, 000. It is 
now announced that of this sum .i;i2.'- 
000 has been transferred to resm\ e 
and the balance applied to permanent 
writing down of' isocuritlos. Dividends 
thus remain quite unaffected by tho 
lessened prollts, and, seeln.? how large 
a i roportiou of Ihr earnings of the 
rmaller institutions is apiilled to res- 
erves, the decline In profits might go 
yet further without endangering the 
distributions in their case.

This family has now for two genera- 
tions been engaged In most actively 
developing the re*3ources of their na- 
tive country, and being uniformly suc- 
cessful have acquired commanding 
wealth, being the C:arneglos or Rocke- 
fellers of Nippon, while they have at- 
tained very high position In both 
the commercial and social world. 

The gold and copjior mlnos are .situ- 
ated In tho north, the coal minus, tho 
engine and shipbuilding works in tho 
south. 

Nippon's Three Islands. 

Nippon consist? o£ three principal 
islands, the fourth owing Its lmi)ort- 
anco chiefly to^ the fact that it creates 
with the others an Inland sea. Tlils 
extraordinary firm ' has practically 
built no ■ warships, with the exception 
of several torpedo destroyers and one 
23-knot turbine propelled despatch 
vessel for tho government, who furn- 
l-shed tho designs, but all tho other 
vcsaels which have been built In these 
Immense yards since ISiiti have hccn 
designed by Mr. Clark, some of these 
steamships have been large and Im- 
portant, such as tho Kalga Jlaru, of 
G,500 tons, which was built for tho 
principal ship-owning company of 
Japan, the Nippon Yusen Kaisha. In 
all, they supplied four steamships of 
8,600 tons burthen, and six. varying 
between 0,000 and 7,000 tons for this 
company, besides quite a number of 
smaller vessels. 

In addition they have built many 
vessels for the Osaka Sho-sen (eastern) 
Kaisha (company). Yusen means 
steamship. 

Tho Osaka company controls the 
largo coasting trade - between China 
and Japan, and Korea', while the Nip- 
pon steamship company trades both 
with Europe and America. This 
company also handed over to tho Toyo 
Kalson Kaisha two 11,000 turbine pro- 
polled steamships, while a third and 
similar vessel is on the stock.s. Tho 
contract calls for 21-knot vessels, and 
one of them which has made the round 
trip to San Francisco and back, )iiade 
21.6 knots upon her trial trip. And 
while the hulls were constructed in 
Nagasaki, the turblno machinery was 
supplied by Messrs. P.arson.s, the pa- 
tentees, from Nowcaatle-on-Tyne. 
, Tho Jlltsu Bishl company have re- 
cently, liowever, planned now and ex- 
tensive additions to their works, and 
are now laying down tho machinery 
for the costructioii of steam turbines 
of tho Parsons type, having acquired 
the solo patent rights for the east. 
Otiicr turbine ships liavo l>oon built 
by the company, and Mr. Clark de- 
signed and constructed two during tlie 
war ^vlth Russia, which were paid for 
through voluntary subscription. These 
two wore used as desiialch vessels 
and were of high speed, exceeding 21 
knots. * 

"I have no fear whatever," continu- 
ed Mr. Clark, "of cither .Tapancsp or 
of Chinese competition in either the 
shipping or the commercial lleUI, for 
they will have quite enough to do to 
liold their own. The present finan- 
cial depression In Nippon i.s extremely 
severe, and trade, all round, is of 
course In very bad shape indood. This 
state lit things is affecting all Jajjan 
very seriou-iily, and I fear that it will 
take tluni a considerable time to re- 
cover their past position." 

Cannot Become Supreme. 
"It la true that tlie Japanese may 
for some time compete -ouccessfully 
upon the Pacific ocean with our sliiii- 
ping, and perhaps in Jiuropoan waters 
as well, but I question very much 
-.vhether that will continue, as labor 
is going up all round. Still, I must 
give them great credit for their work- 
manship, for th(! Jai)iinissfi as a work- 
man is a very ijiTfcet worker In iron, 
and makes :i very skilful engineer, lie 
1k so careful in point of detail, al- 
though It takes more men to accom- 
plish the same amount of work, a.^ 
man for man they are not at all cciual 
to the skilled European. But you can 
place them against the Kuropean for 
good and thorough workmanship, for 
they aro exceedingly careful and ex- 
traordinarily good In their handiwork, 
although they arc not originators, nor 
aro they inventive. 

"I'^urthermore, whore I consider the 
Japanese fall is in their management, 
owing to their lack ot practical men 
and men of long experience in tlieso 
departments. All their suporinten- 
Uence Is ut the present time entrusted 
to young men who come from the col- 
legoa, and while, these men aro very 
clever draughtsmen and aro perfect in 
theory, their great lack is in practical 
experience, a matter wh|ch tella very 
seriously Indeed In the coat of their 
work. And until they train men to 
nndortako tho general management ot 
their works a.i we do, they will never, 
never, in my opinion, compete sucjosa- 
fully with us in our peculiar folds, 
and I fancy that this will not lifippen 
for a long time to come. I hav; not 
the allKhtost fear, as I have already 
Intimated, that the Japanese will t.vi'ii- 
tually drive us, commercially, fror.i the 
seas. You .'360, things aro changing 
and very mpidly,- too, in Japan, ana 
labor which from one point of view 
was cheap Is going up very fast, .while 
tlie taxation ini,-^ becomo very heavy 
So far, they havo been quite u'nablo' 
to manufacture all tho raw material 
which enters into the construct'on of 
their vessels, and all the ph;- and 
sjiara have come for the nio.it part 
from .Scotland and from the north of 
I'higlnnd, although the government 
foundries at Wakamatnu nre about to 
i^upply material for shl))bullding pur- 
poses. But hitherto they have Im- 
ported everything, as ihoy will further 
bo compelled to continue ,to do for 
some conslderablo period to come. And 



I think that in tho clrcum'^tances, It 
will take them all their time to hold 
their own, in view of tlio way the 
price of labor has advanced, for dur- 
ing tho last ten years it lias gone up 
Cully from 50 to GO per cent. "W'c were 
paying men something like 28 or 30 
sen per day ten years ago, while thoy 
aro now paying ' from CO to 70 sen 
per day.' The gold j'en- is worth 2 
shillings and a ha'penny, or tho yen 
may be said to bo worth 50 cents. 

"They further havo their own pocu 
liar methods of appointing buslnosa 
managers, wlilch does not lielp thorn 
any. Thoy arc, however, very quick 
la copying, exceedingly ambitious, and 
extremely clover In drawing, while 
tho worlcmen are wonderfully clcv 
and neat, as they arc In all their 
[iretty fancy work. For thoy are Just 
as careful Jn . their .big work as thoy 
are la the^.'.snjaUost undertakings. In- 
deed, I, cannot hut heartily a.dnilre 
this trait jln' their character, "for ' the 
Japaneie^'workman certainly- 'puts 'the 
European- worlcmnn to utteif-' shame. 
Tliey aro so exquisitely careful and 
so perfect. . :.• .\ ' " 

The Japa'nese. Warship.' 
"Nagasaki, In Kalshlu, the southern 
main island. Is a very Important port, 
and the point of departure for all 
vessels for Shanghai, which U 470 
miles distant, while all the mall steam- 
ers coal tliere. And the famous coa 
mlnofi on this island at tlie mouth ot 
thu harbor belong to the IMltsu Clshl 
company. The Japanoso war.<hlp 
ciulto as good aa any In tho world, and 
a great many of them were built In 
13ngland. And when they put together 
their own sliips they make a very 
close copy of the English models. They 
moreover havo had an advantage 
which no other great power has had, 
having passed through a formidable 
war, and consequently thoy will prob 
ably make changes In the construc- 
tion ot their 'Ships that may place 
tlii^m In advance and possibly very

iderably in advance of other na- 



"In tho design of thoir dockyards 
they havo come very much to the 
front, and tin; Kure dockyard on the 
inland sea, between Mof^l and Kobe, is 
very fine Indeed In every detail. ' It 
la well equipped, and they have hero 
established an immense arsenal, mak- 
Ini; their own guns and manufactur- 
ing their own armor plating. In fact, 
It 1.? Just a complete a dockyard as 
can bo found anywiiero In tho world, 
while thoy al.so havo a very good dock- 
yard nt Yokosuka at the entrance to 
Yokohama bay. 

"I havo como over hero with my 
family to settle down either in Vic- 
toria or somowhero in its neighborhood 
upon the island, although I may cvon- 
utally go np as far ns Duncans, where 
I own some properly, whicli, however, 
I lia\-e never .vet scon. 

"I spent a few days 12 years ago 
both here and In Vancouver, and nboiit 
two yeaw sinee-when I was preparing 
to leave Japan I purchased some pro- 
perty both upon tho mainland,, and 
upon the Island, Including a few acres 
whlcli front upon Quaniichan . lake. 
Many among the people hero, to my 
iiilml. are very like my countrymen, 
I he .Scotch, In accent. In manner and 
In speech, a.^ well a.i In tho rod color 
of their cheeks, and I could often 
Imagine myself, as I walk about tho 
streets ot Victoria, upon Princess 
street In Edinburgh."

Tlio loggers too, are, 
generally speaking, showing every 
willingness to livo up both to tlie 
letter and spirit of tlie regulations re-

<n tho cases - where donkey engines 
are in use.. The Are wardens arc very 
keen about their work, .a.8 the follow- 
ing report received yesterday from one 
of them will show; 

A Zealous Warden 
"In my report for tho month of 
July, I am glad to say wo have had 
very little flreS for July. 

"Hoping there will be 'more In 
August." — Yours, etc. 

The situation in the coast district la 
well covered by the report of 'W. P. 
Gladwin, chief lire warden, which was 
received yesterday by tho lands and 
works department. Tho report fol- 
lows: 

Vancouver, Aug. 3. 
Hon F. J. Fulton, Chief Cominlssion- 
, Lands and Works, Victoria: 
Sir.— I beg leave to submit a state- 
ment of tlio work done by tho flro 
wardens of the Coast district, I take 
pleasure in being ablo to report that 
no tlnibor of any account has been 
destroyed by fire, owing to the careful 
patrol exercised by the fire wardens. 
Tho weather has been very flno 'and 
dry. Number of fine days in tlic 
month, 2l{;> rainy.. an4': cloudy, 6. 
: Dlsirlbt; No. 1 

J, S., MoKinney, warden, has had 
six fire's In /hla 'district; one on the 
first of July hear Bailey's mill, Has- 
tings, whore persons clearing land had 
set a fire and left It. This was a very 
dangerous place, as a sawmill and 
liiable timber limits v/ere near, and 
slashing all around tho lire Had It 
not boon caught In time, would liavo 
been a very destructive lire. Have 
not caught tho iicrson who set fire to 
it as yet. Complaints came In from 
the Chllllwack district, that prospcct- 
ora going up and .down tho upper 
Chllllwacfc-Tlver were setting out fires. 
As this was warden McCauley's dis- 
trict, and he has a dangerous district 
around I^Iud Bay and Cloverdale and 
Abbotsford, I did not like to spare 
him, so I sent McKlnney from district 
No. 1 for a week to patrol tho provin- 
cial limits .and post notices, which ho 
did.. He found It, aa^had been report- 
ed; he followed dilirerehi parties in, 
reports . aonie. .fine timber Tin this dis- 
trict. " • 

District No. 2 

W. H. Mackle, warden, has had 
numerous small fires in his district 
but keeps a faithful patrol of his dis- 
trict which Is dangerous. On the 2Sth 
Inst., some person set a Are carelessly 
In slashings on the west side of tho 
Capllono river, in close .vicinity to 
large timber limits, 'and wo at once 
put on ten men to fight It, worked 
day and night until we had It under 
control, and 1 nm glnd to i-enort that 
It did not reach the timber. It Is 
hard to cstliTiate the damage it would 
havo done It it had not been caught In 
time. Cannot find any trace of'tho 
person who sot It. We still have a 
watch on, as a fov/ small llres have 
started, everything is .so dry, that it 
is hard to extinguish it. The cost of 
lighting will amount to about $140. 
District No. .3 

Georgo McCauIey, warden, reports 
no fires on Provincial limits in lifs 
district. But as tho B. C. R. R. a 
nre g'liding and clearing their right 
of way lie has to keep a steady patrol. 
He has a largo and hard district to 
patrol, a groat lot of clearing and lum- 
bering going on. 

District No. 4 

John Wren, warden, reports no fires 
on Pro\-incial limits, but a few on 
Dominion limits in close vicinity to 
Provincial, which ho had to watch. 
District No. D and 6 

Allan JIcLcan, warden, reports two 
fires, one of which was dangerous 
cause of fire unknown. He made tho 
men of tho camp put it out. It was 
close to three valuable timber claims. 
District No. 7 

.Tohn nralnoy, warden, reports two 
Ores In Ids district, which ho had put 
oat without any cost to tho govern- 
ment.

Districts No. 8, 9 and 10 

Pall.itt and Alarkland, wardon.s, re- 
port but one firo which they had put 
out quickly. Thoy both send In a very 
useful report of number of donkey 
engines and number of men, and tools 
at eacli camp. I think tiielr patrol Is 
proving very effective. Total number 
of engines working which thoy liave 
examined, 21; locomotives, 2, and num- 
ber of men working at tho camps they 
havo visited, 305.

vl OLD AGE ANNUITY 

■■ The working of the Old Age Annu- 
ities Bill Is very clearly explained in 

the following article taken from the 
Montreal Star. The subject is one 
wliicli is of very general interest. 

A correspondentrhas wrltten-request- 
ing us to explain the workings of the 
plan for government annuities, which 
■was one of the legislative fruits of the 
last Dominion session. It will be well 
to begin by stating tha: it does nut 
mean old age pensions. Mr. Fielding 
^vas careful to make that clear when 
introducing the scheme to the House 
'NQf Commons; and accepted 00.* behalf 
of the government a committee to in- 
(juire into the' practicability of pen- 
sions. In any .^pension plan, contribu- 
tory or noA-^contrlbutory, the govern- 
ment makes a grant direct to the pay- 
ment of the pensions. « In the plan 
adopted by parliament, the govern- 
ment mak93- no grant except such may 
'be implied In 'allowing a higher rate of 
-'interest than. the market In computing 
the annuities and by bearing -the cost 
of adihinistration. Otherwise, the gov- 
ernment annuities differ not at all 
from annuities sold by 'insurance com- 
panies, with; the exception that they 
have a government guarantee hehlnd 
them. 

The annuities may be bought from 
the government by any person who Is 
eligible to make a eontr.act. The annu- 
ity may be fur life or for a term of 
years, at the choice of the applic.int. 
Payments may be niaih.' lor It in a 
lump sum or at regular or irregular 
intervals. Even deposits in the post 
ofilce savings bank ma.y be turned into 
annuitlefi. Fraternal and religious so- 
cieties may contract for them for their 
anember.s, and employers may contract 
lor them for tlieir employees, with the 
consent of the employees. Payment on 
them may begin at any age. Tlie an- 
Jiultant will begin to draw in the re- 
gular course when ho readies fifty-five 
years of age, but if Invalided or dis- 
abled may i-oniinence e.-irller, though 
tile amount would then lie corrfsi)ond- 
Ingly smaller. The smallest amount 
Which may be contracted for Is fifty 
dollars and tho largest six hundred; 
and six hundred is'also the limit which 
may he paid to husband and .wife. 

WJien explaining the plan in the 
House of Commons, Mr, Fielding gave 
a number of cxamplos'to show how it 
would work out in mbhey," Ho took 
lirst the. case of a^mkn \vho.>fbegan at 
the. age. of twenty'' paying in twenty- 
. flVe'cehtS'aAAveek kept that up 

regulirly tintll he; reached the age . of 
flfty-flvc. It would give him- an annu- 
ity for life of $87.25. If, wlthoufinak- 
ing any further payments he did not 
begin 'to draw til! lie became sixty, 
he would get an annuity of $120; un- 
der the same conditions he would got 
$189.47- annually from sixty-llvo and 
$301.71,, from -sevent.v. Or the ftnnu- 
Itant 'might "desire to iiny monthly. A 
payment of two dollars monthly from 
twenty to llfty-aye-wbuld give an an- 
nuity of $1G1. 47;' 'Which could bo in- 
croa.'^ed In the same way as the last 
liy allowing it to lie In deposit for a 
term of years longer. Similar examples 
might be given for other amount.s, hut 
tho.so are sufliclont to make the prin- 
ciple eloar. It is to bo i-emomberod 
liowevor, that those are life ai^nuities 
and that if the annuitant dies a year] 



or two after the annuity begins, - nil 
paj'inents slop with his death and 
there is no refund of tlie principal. 
This Is .a vital element In the actuarial 
calculation on which the prices paid 
are l)ased; to jirovide for a refund 
would Increase the cost. But if the 
annuitant dies before tlie payment be- 
gins, the principal with compound in- 
terest will be repaid to the heirs. 

The act Is to be artniinistorcd by the 
department of trade and coinnierce; 
and regulations will be issued givin.g 
details for the varlou.s plans, just ;is 
Insurance companies do fcjr insiir.-inee 
policies. The machlner.v has yet to be 
worked out, but it is intended to make 
use of the post offices or customs col- 
lectors as agents of the government for 
giving contr;icts and making collec- 
tions. Full Information on all these 
points may be secured from the de- 
partmen t.

It had 
been represented to the King and 
Queen that many estimable ladles in 
the United States regard divorce as 
conventional. Not to cau.10 lll-fnellr.g 
among Americans of distinction, their 
divorced' countryni,en and countrywo- 
men have been given facilities of ac- 
cess to the court which would not 
have been granted to the sovereign':! 
own subjects similarly circum.staiiced. 
The only result has been a widespread 
Idea, even in England, that the rigidity 
of the late Queen Victoria's attitude 
towards divorce is a thing of the past. 
This is now affirmed to bo a grave 
error. Court etiquette is to be revised, 
it seems, in a manner quite calculated 
to remove misconceptions on this head.

A few days ago two women in To- 
ronto were arrested for sliopllftlng. 
The Judge, wlio allowed them to go 011 
suspended seaten^o,- made this state- 
ment: "The inordlqate desire for at- 
tire is an absolute curse to modern 
society and applies to rich and i^oor, 
young and old." Is tlihs accusation 
against women justifiable? ,\re they 
led into evil .vays by their desire to 
wear fine clothing wiilch tlicy cannot 
afford'.' ^Ve know that in many cases 
the shameful charge must be admilted 
to be true. In e\-rry city, largo and 
small, there an^ wunu'ii who, through 
1 sheer co ve luLis iii-.«s, ,-i.re In the habit of 
approprlatiiiy beauLiful silks, luces 
gloves and even commoner articles of 
dress for which they' have , , not "the 
least need. In rio'me' ;;cased det'efctlves 
arc constantly on tho -<vat<;h to prevent 
this pilfering. Quite pften these wom- 
en are so well off and occupy sucli a 
higli position In society that It is to 
the interest of the owners to allow 
them to take the goods home and en- 
force payment by the threat of expos- 
ure. 

A far more serious phase of this evil 
Is tho prevalence of the custom among 
young women of accepting i)resents ef 
dress or ornaments from their friends 
of the opposite sox. This Is one of tile 
most serious dangers wliich besot a 
young, attractive and inexperienced 
girl, wliUo it niiist be confessed that 
designing and unprlnciph-d women turn 
the fashion, to their own ad\-antage. 
The young girl who values her own in- 
dependence will refuse to talio such a 
gift from any man unless he is an ac- 
cepted lover. It is love of finery that 
brings upon -women tho reproach of be- 
ing inveterate amugglers, for It Is a 
reproach and. a grave one. 

But having said so much, Is thee 
nothing to be added Few matrons 
are shoplifters; tliere are great num- 
bers of maidens too modest, too pru- 
dent and too Independent to allow 
themselves to be persuaded to accept 
presents from those who liave no right 
to bestow them, while the number of 
women who have an opportunity to 
defraud tlie customs officials is com- 
paratively very small. 

If the" inordinate desire for attire" 
affected only these, the ovU would be 
grave enough, but could scarcely justl- 
ry the broad statement that it "is an 
absolute curse to modern societx." No 
ono v/Iil deny that it is every woman's 
duty to be becomingly dressed. There 
are few things that contribute more to 
the happiness of a home than that the 
v/omen In It should be at ull times at- 
tractive. Untldlnes.s and ugliness are 
upon by men with far more 
iiver.sion thtm by most women. AVhat 
in true of the lionu! applies In it.i de- 
tfree to ull meeting j, laces of men and 
women. But having grante.l so nnicli, 
It is still true tliat far iiiiire money l.s 
spent upon the dr.^ss of women ihan 
either usefulness or beauty require. 

In the old days the costume of each 
c ass was different. In our deniocratlc 
time the same fashions rule in the 
hoino of the laborer aa In that of the 
iiiiUiunalre. There Is a constant rlval- 
i'.y, not as to who shall be tho most 
beautifully dressed, but as to who shall 
wear the most costly apparel.

Most Londoners do not even Icnow 
that tho Hour for their liot rolls at 
breakfast wa.s made from corn which 
last year made golden the rich priilries 
of western Canada; that tho nilllc and 
cream came up yesterday from Somer- 
set; that the rolled ont.s for porrklgo 
were imported from the United States. 
The bacon Is Dutch, the eggs Danish, 
the butter N'oriiian. The llsli were 
caught in the North Hea. The coffee 
ripened in an Indian plantation. The 
oranges for the marinalado grew under 
the burning sun of Spain. 

Driving liome late from supping af- 
ter the tlay you may see ia ricctidllly 
or anlong Kensington Gore, huge carts, 
towering high with their burden of 
baskets, iiacing slowly, ihelr driver's 
jirobably snoring, towards town. You 
sleepily recogni'^e these for market 
gardeners' carts, laden with cataljages, 
potatoes, spinach, , strawberries or 
salad. If you told your driver to turn 
the horses' heads and to go to Covent 
Garden, you would find it already 
busy at 3 a.m. The carts you saw are 
coming in ono after another, and 
tliclr drivers, still liulf asleep, are get- 
ting down to put on the horses' nose 
bags. But these only bring a small 
proportion of London's requirements. 
Most of tho produce now comes by 
train. The market gardens around 
London have long ceased to be able to 
supply a tenth part of the needs of tlie 
sev'en millions. 

.'Of the amount of produce which 
passes dally through Covent Garden 
there are no records kept. The mar- 
ket !.■) the |)roperty of the Dulio of 
Bedford, and although [hn London 
county council has asked several 
times for particulars, none can bo 
supplied. Hut it has been calculated 
that London eats between two and 
three thousand tons of potatoes a day, 
three-quarters of a million cabbages, 
and in the season ten tliousnnd peeks 
of iiease and beans. As to the ([uantity 
of milk which London drinks, no one 
will risk giving even an -estimate. .-VII 
tho railways have thousands of milk 
cans. Most of them run special milk 
trains. But there is no central inarlict 
for milk. It is consigned direct to the 
retailers; their carts meet the cans 
at tlic stations and take It straight 
away to the shops. A quarter of a 
iTillllon gallons at least must bo poured 
dally down London's ImmeaBurable 
throat. 

.Milk is handled all day long, but 
bread, whicli ;iiu«<t be rquiilly fresh, la 
a dark hour trade. Through the niglit 
in thousands of baivehouses some vast 
and mechanical, others small and 
worked entirely by hand, i^ondon's 
bread is kneaded and moulded and 
baked. What would you guess tlio 
dally output of loaves to be? Bet-ween 
three and four millions is a.blg baker's 
calculation. That is probably ' rather 
below the mark.

HOUSEHOLD^ RECIPES 

Exeter Stev/. 

Half-pound gravy beef, ono ounce 
dripping, two onions, one tablespoon 
vinegar or catsup, one tablespoonful 
flour, small teaspoon salt, quarter tea- 
spoon pepper, one pint cold water. Put 
dripping In an iron pan, when hot put 
In -on ions, sliced, fry a nice brown, 
sprinkle In the flour, mix well, and 
water gradually, then jiepjier, salt and 
vinegar. Stir well until it boils and 
then add the meat cut into small 
pieces, cover and simmer gently for 
two hours. 

Rye and Indian Pancakes — 1. 
One iind one-half pints of rye meal, 
one-half pint flour, lialf cui) Indian 
meal, two pinclies cinnamon, tliree 
tea.?poons baking powder, pinch of 
salt. :\Ux thoroughly while dry, then 
add one well-beaten egg, two table- 
spoons molass<'s, two tablt^spoon.s 
.sugar and cold water enough to make 
a very thick batter. Mix with a spoon 
and fry in hot lard. Take up 'a heap- 
ing spoonful, of batter and fry a good 
brown.

Original Fruit Cake. 

One cup crushed loaf sugar, three- 
quarter cup butter, two and a half 
cups flour, quarter cup molasses, three 
quarters cup jelly or grape juice, one 
cup rai.slns, one cup currants, tliree 
eggs, two teaspoons baking powder, 
ono teaspoon eacli of cloves and cin- 
namon, one-half teaspoon each of all- 
spice and nutmeg. Citron to taste. 
Uakc slowly about ono hour. 

Peach Pie. 
Make a rich uiidercrust only. Pare 
the peache.^, cut tliem in half and set 
them, the hollow sides up. In your 
crust as thickly together as you can. 
Sprinkle sugar over and around them 
and pour over them a cupful of sweet 
cream to which you have, added a tca- 
spoonful of flour. Stir this until the 
mixture ia smooth. Bake gently until 
done.

Prune or Jam Cake. 
Throe eggs, one cup sugar, three- 
quarter cup butter,, three-quarter cup 
sour milk, two cups flour, one cup Jam 
or prunes, one teaspoon soda. If 
prunes are used they must be cooked 
till very dry, tho seeds removed and 
the Xrult mashed to the con-slsteney of 
marmalade. Bake in layers and put 
boiled Icing between these, 

Tho Real Southern Chess Pie. 

Four eggs, two cups .'lugar, two- 
thirds cup butter, one tablespoon flour 
mixed with one-half cup sweet milk 
or cream'. One may make lemon chess 
pie of this by using two lemon.^, riiul 
and juice, and use water Instead of 
milk.

FAME OF LOUIS FRECHETTE 

The death of Louis Honoro Tre- 
chette, French Canada's greatest poet, 
has drawn- numerous appreciative re- 
ferences form English papers. Fre- 
cliette, says the London Times, was 
all his life an exile from the groves 
and high places of European culture. 
There were times when he thouglit: 
"If I had only been born in France!" 
touched his mood with an emotion of 
rcgrctfulness, and then he would shake 
his head and complain that posterity 
would never make .allowance for his 
Ijrovlnclal birth and life-long inability 
to free himself altogether from the 
centrifugal inlluences of Quebec. ]N'o- 
body could deceive him on. this point; 
he would not deceive himself. Tlio 
crowning by the French Acadeniy of 
an early work, "Les Fleurs Borenles 
(1880), and many other honors-^he was 
a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor, 
a Commander of the Order of St. 
iVIlohael and St. George, Vice-Presi- 
dent of tho Royal Society of Canada — 
and tho praise of two gcner.ations of 
French critics did not suiliceto con- 
vince him that lie was a ])Oet of the 
centre or self-linniortaIl7.ed. In his 
heart he knew that the uiiaiiiniity of 
apprecia,tlon on either side of the At- 
lantic was ;i triliuto to his people 
rather tluan to his poetry, nnd was eo- 
sentlally .a kind of good-n.atured pat- 
ronage. Only Longfellow's word of 
Ijralse, "a p.-ithf liider of snng," seemed 
to lilin sincere in meaning and inten- 
tion, h^or there can bo no denying 
that, exceiitlng tlie unhappy Cremazle, 
wlio was a m.aker of cliansons in the 
minor key of ponlent pessimism, he 
was the first of find a way cut of the 
dreary ambuscades of the proslac 
French of Quebec — a language of tho 
market place without form or probity— 
into the wide, open meadows, thronged 
with starllko flowers nnd set under u 
lofty sky full of flowerllko slarfi, of 
the poetical French of Paris. In these 
latter days other authentic poets of 
Quebec — fjozcau and Nelllgan atnonif 
them — have traveled further afield by 
xho pathway he discovered. 

In some respects tho man was more 
interoatliig than the poot. Ho was 
never ono of the elolHtral Hlngerfi, of 
which Mr. Swlnoburno Is tho living 
tj-pe. All h'ls llfn ho was an keenly 
Interostod In men and affalrH as, iihiLll 
wo say, tho Browning of toa-partles 
and aftor-dlnnor talk. Indeed, it was 
doubtful at one time whether irreehotte 
would ohooBo polltloH or poetry hh tho 
pui'KUlt of his ripening ypnrs. 

At the ago of Hcvon ho wan a "rebel,"

n.allsm, and, like so many young French 
tJanadlans, came Into collision with 
the helrarchy of Quebec. Forty yeai- 
ago, when "Liberal" and "exeoinniunl- 
cated" were synonymous terms 
French Canada, lie started The Jour- 
nal de Levis, an organ of political free 
thought, which was, .as ho said in 
later life, "a. lighted -m,atcb applied to a 
wasps' nest." The inatch flickered out 
and tho wasps chased blm into the 
Un'ited States. He lived f^r some years 
in Chicago (-where there Is a large 
Frencli colony) and founded L'Amcr 
Ique, which did not long survive, and 
wrote "La Volx d'un Exile," a bitter 
Ijolitical satire against the Consorvnlvo 
inirty In C.'Uiada, which liecamo vcr.v 
Ijoj^ular witli tile young men of Quebec, 
and was an effective electioneering 
\veupon. Afterwards he went to New 
Orleans, and during the time of the 
J''r,-iuco-Prussi;in war fought a duel 
with a Gcrni.'in who had insulted 
France, and wa.s badly wounded. 

In 1874, liaving returned, to Levis, 
ho was elected to the Dominion , House 
of .Cdmmona as a.supporter'oC tho-Mnc- 
ItenziotDorlon Adnilnistratloh. In 187S 
a double defeat brought his political 
career to a close, and at the ago of 
forty-three (about the age when Ten- 
nyson's genius was first generally 
recognized) ho decided to devote the 
rest of his life to poctrj-, and — for 
poetry will not boll in the pot in Cnn- 
.ada — to tile kind of journallam whli:h 
may bo defined as literature In a 
liurry. French Canada, it should bo 
said, never produced a more capable 
or a more honorable journallBt; some 
of his articles, for example, those on 
tho city Idiots of Quebec, are decorat- 
ed with clJarmlng little prose pictures, 
which., should certainly bo collected 
soiTio^-a{iy',./;X 

A$ a professed, poet his '.worldly suc- 
cess was Ihstiihtancous, The critical 
olaquo organised by his political friends 
mado a uolsu which was soon heard 
In Priris, In later years tho French- 
Canadian Dl.shops patronized liiin 
(■Tvlth Coppco and Verlalno) aa a groat 
poet of the true Catholicism. Ho 
atonod for yrnitlifiil alns of froe-

Canada will prevent his name from 
Iierishlng.

Vinegar Is improved in 
flavor by being boiled and reduced, 
and If the spices aro boiled with it 
tho flavors arc thoroughly blended,- 
and extracted from them, otherwise It- 
is only partially spiced, and the fla- 
vors are not blended. The spicing 
should alway.T bo done In an enamol- 
llned pan free from chips or crocks, 
as iron coming in contact with vine- 
gar completely spoils its flavor. 

As a general rule after aplcing tho 
vinegar must be allowed to become 
quite cold before pouring over tho 
vegetables.

Some 
hionths ago it was contemplated by 
Stlte various local orgniiizallons to es- 
tablish such body, but when it wtus an- 
nounced that the matter luid been 
taken up on the mainland and tliat a 
jirovincidi association already iiad been 
brought into existence it was thought | 
tliat the uaefu!nes.4 of another in this 
Bcctlon would be problematical. Ite- 
cent happenings, however, have r>roveil 
that ttiere is room for an Institution of 
tlio l<ind to govern the sports uf tlie 
Island ami it is atatcrt that steps will 
be taken in the dlreetioa of forming 
it at an early date. 

Local Representatives. 

As the niovemetit Is not new, tlieso 
interested know just liuw to act to car- 
ry out tlieir intention. The re[)reKenla- 
tlves. frum tlie different club.s of Vlc- 
toriui empowered to form such a so- 
ciety, have been appoirftod. They are 
as Jollo-\vs: Dan O'taulllvan, James Bay 
Athletic. -association; Leonard Tait, 
Victoria West; Jack Lawson, l-lftli 
Beglment; J. Hitchcock, Victoria fire 
department, and A. J. Brace, Young 
.Men's Christian association. 

A Distinction. 

Those behind the proposal are quite 
enthualastlc. Tho stand they take Is 
easily explained. In a few words, they 
claim that heretofore ilirougliout the 
principal centres on Vancouver Island 
too little attncntion has bf(!n paid to 
the distinction between a professional 
and an amateur. Thoy want to liave 
an asKOcintlim in the eaplt,\l which v/lU 
liuvu ilie rlKht to !!cc llial the re^jida- 
tloiiH laid down by the C. A. A. IJ. are 
strictly enforced, which will be able 
to directly control tho events held in 
this section, allowing only Ihoso wlio 
are amateurs to contest In amateur 
competitions, and which will bo In a 
l)osltlon to declcio, amicably If possi- 
ble, tho many disputes which now 
arise simply because there Is so much 
uncertainty In the minds of the ma- 
jority as to thj correct definition of 
an amateur or of a professional. Their 
■Whole object, iji succinct form, in to 
promote clean liport, to introduce, in 
place of the haph.-iztird iiRthiuls which 
have boon jiur.sueil ia tlm pa.-^t, a sy.v- 
teni whicli will coinijart; faV(iral)lo 
with those in vogue anywliere else 
.throughout tho Dominion. 

Amateur Defined. 

"Do you know how to classify an 
amateurT' asked one of tliosc in layer 
of tho movement, of a Colonist rei)ro- 
Benlativo yesterday. Continuing, with- 
out awaiting the li'arned reply of the 
humble Hcrlbe, lie (pi(jt(!d from the C. 
A. A. U. rides as follows: "An amateur 
l.'-i a ij'jrsoii who has not competed In 
any eomiielUion f<jr a staked lict, 
monies, private, i)ubllc or gtit.i receipts 
or coinpoted with or against a profcs- 
lilouai for a prize, who has ever taught 
or assi.sted In the pur.sult of any ath- 
letic exercise or sport us a means of 
.livelihood, who has never directly or 
Indirectly ri»celved any bonus, or pay- 
jnent In lieu of loss of time while play- 
ing as a member of <\i\y club or any 
money coneldcratlon whatever for any 
servloos as an atldete except his ac- 
tual traveling iind hotel exponscs, or 
who has never entered iiny comi)Cti- 
tloa under a name other than liis own, 
or who ha.'i never been guilty oC selling 
pr'lJlcdglng his prizes." 

Other Speclfioations. 

That was the specification "^gl von of 
what constituted an amateur, but the 
ruling went on to say: 

"Any member, individual, team or 
cluh who eoinpc'ted against a profes- 
sional team, club or individual, when 
there ia a gale or wntrnnco fee charged^ 
shall bo classed as professional" ■' 



"Amateur athletes- ''.shall not lose 
their amateur status ' by competing 
with or against a person who has com- 
peted against professlonab? In cricket 
matches, or In ordinary club football 
matclicii under .sanction of the National 
l''ootbaU associations or National Itug- 
bv unions of England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, or Wales, either in coaipetition 
or for which no prizes aro given." 

"No person "vvlio at any time from 
tho date of the ])aK.sage of tills act 
(May i, I'JOl) liiw knowingly become a 
professional shall be reinstated aa an 
amateur." 

"No application for rcln.statemont to 
full amateur sta'tu.s shall be enter- 
tained unldss the applicant shall have 
abstained from all professional con- 
duct for two years ami can lie acted 
upon only uL the annual meeting of 
tlic Canadian Amateur Athletic anion. 
A two-llilrds vole shall be necessary 
for reinstatement." 

A Necessity. 

5t is argued that were an amateur 
asboclatioiniln vog-ue tn Victoria before 
the oiienhig of the summer season the 
unforiunale di.slntegrallon of tlie Vic- 
toria Amateur Baseball league would 
not liave uccuired, All i)layer.s would 
liavo been forced to register, their rec- 
ords would have been scrutinized and 
those having a taint of professional- 
ism would have boon ruled out. Such 
ii practice. It Is contended, would have 
been efficacious In other liicldeuts. At 
any rate the consensus of oiilnlon was 
that Us necessity lias been fully dem- 
onstrated and that the time had come 
for Us organization. 

Too Far Away. 

"We have found," remarked an of- 
ficial of the Y. M. C. A., "that the Brit- 
ish Columbia society docs not exercise 
sufficient tiglit control of affairs whicli 
occur on Vancouver Island. They arc 
too far away from the t(;rrltory, .and 
the result has been that atlilotes, not 
being known, liavo not been forced to 
regNLcr In order to continue taking 
;parc la sport, ainj at the same time 
niaiiitalniiig ih<.'lr amateur status. 'With 
a ijody in Victoria, it would be iio.ssilile 
to k.'ep a close supervision o\Tr ath- 
letic affairs, tlie ofleials would know 
tho majority of those who parUcipate 
in our field and other events, Uiey 
would be on the spot to enforce the 
rules or to debar tho individual who 
refused to abide by them. While the 
regulations would be strictly adhered 
to In every detail. It would entail no 
hardship on tlie Kjiortsmen, a.s so many 
of the latt(!r aiijiear to think. On the 
otlier hand, It would Kafc'giiard the in- 
tiavats of tlio bona-flde am.aleiir and 
those who want to iierforiii for money, 
and yet don't v.'lsli to be known ,as ])ro- 
te.ssionals, would be placed where they 
belong wlthoLiL fiirthfr dIsiMisHloii. 
That's tile klntl of lliiiiri" we want here. 
Matters luive been allowed to slide 
along us fate may decide too long. The 
lime has come when we must controf 
events, thus stimulating amateur recre- 
ations throughout this i)art of the 
West." 

I\Ir. Brace, and others approached, 
expressed the hope that the movement 
would meet with success and that, 
when a meeting of representatives wa.s 
called to organize, It would bo fully 
attended.

after by another steamer. All is 
speculation, howev6r, and until tho 
matter has been discussed at the con- 
ference to be hold today In Seattio 
nothing will be dDclded. 

The service which Mr. Green prom- 
ised, last March for the Victoria-Van- 
couver route has not materialized. 
The Vancouver Province piibll.shes tlio 
following speculation, wliich is rather 
unlikoly: 

There .seems to be little doubt that 
the vessel which tho Inland Navigation 
company Will put on the direct Van- 
couver-Victoria run will be tho 11. B. 
Kennedy, now buildinjj at Portland. 

This vessel is being constructed for 
Joshua Green, president of the. Inland 
Navigation company, and will have ca- 
pacity for 1,000 pas.sengcrs with a 
spbed of twenty miles an liour. In.side 
two month." she will be completed, and 
will at once be placed in direct oppo- 
sition to the present raonojioly of the 
C. P. R. to Victoria. Tho 11. B. Ken- 
nedy was originally Intended to run 
between Seattle and Fort Orcliard and 
Bremerton, and to fill tho vacanrj- 
caused by placing her on the Vancou- 
ver-Victoria route, the Inland Naviga- 
tion company l.s negotiating for tho 
purcliasc of two steamers now run- 
ning on tho Fall River. These are the 
■ Yale and Harvard, turbincrs, built In 
New Jersey. 

The 11. B. Kennedy is a smaller ves- 
sel than tho Indianapolis. Siie l.s be- 
ing built l)y tlie Willlametto Iron and 
Steel works of Portland for the Inter- 
national Steanishii) company and was 
designed for t!ie Port Orchard route 
out of .Si.-attlo, a dayliglit run. Tlio 
vessel is o<niipped for a daylight ser- 
vice onl\-. 'I'lic Vale and Harvard art; 
two largo turbine liners engaged in 
eervlco between New York and Bos- 
ton and would be far too largt' and 
expensive for such a route as tlie Port 
Orchard route. They would bo more 
like 'rivals for the Empress steamers 
of -tho C. P. R. than any others on the 
continent; but it Is unlikely that the 
International Steamship company 
would purchase such vessels, even if 
they., were for sale, which is quite un- 
likely. 

Thb steamer I^rlncess Beatrice will 
not ..be diverted to the Victoria-Seat- 
tle' trade. She leaves tonight for.Skag- 
way . and northern British Columbia 
iports. The new steamer Princess 
Charlotte will be- ready- for service in 
January, if the rdto war. continues un- 
til l,llien. With the approach of rough 
vvelither the oppo.sltlori" company will 
feel' the effects of tho war greater, and 
It is unlikely that liio autumn will be 
old before then! is a cr.r for quarter. . 

The Princess Cliarlotte has now all 
•her wciglils on hoard, her masts and 
funnels are in place, Jut engim s and 
deck gear all in ])fjsitiiin, and it will 
3iot be long !)efi)re the steamer l.s 
■re.ady for Iht tri.als. Tin' in.asls .and 
three funnels are not as liigh as those 
of the Piineess Victoria and wliile 
tliey ill) not give the new liner as lofty 
.an appearance tlic'rc! is .'i rake which 
adds much to the look of tlie steamer. 

There is miicli interest in tlie trials 
of the new steamer. .She was built 
'witli a contract sjieed of 20 working 
knots an liour, but do niueli better 
<in her trials. The steamer Princess 
Victoria was Ijiillt with a contract 
speed o£ IS knots an hour, but slie de- 
veloped mucli better s])eed, and lias 
since been doing better yearly as her 
engines wear sniool.Iier. ■ Ilor best 
time was made In June, after live years 
of hard Korvioo when she made 22.9 
Icnots an liour average on a record 
run to Vancouver. It' tho I'rincess 
Cliarlotte lias as big a m.argln there 
wiiriio few faster passenger steamera 
•in tho world'.i merchant marine. 

One of the fastest of tlio ;ite;uners 
in the world's merchant marine is a 
turl)ine steamer built after ;i similar 
inodel to tho new Princess, the I..^le of 
Alan liner Ben-My-Chroc, Iniilt to run 
l>otweeii Liverpool anfJ the Isle of 
yUm. Other trials recently In the 
Irish channel this steamer made an 
average of 25. .T4 knots an hour. .Slio 
has accommodatlqii for 2,700 passen- 
gers. , !

CHIPPEWA LIBELED 

FOR SINKING SCHOONER 



Owners of the Sunken Lydia Ask Dam- 
ages — Widow Also Submits 
Claim 



Noble Wallingford, owmer of the 
schooner Lydia, sunk last .March \)y 
the steamer Chippewa, litis filed a liliel 
against tho steamer in the United 
States federal court. The libel con- 
tains the claim of Mr. AValllngford 
asking damages for the loss of liis 
schooner .amounting to about $.S,0(in. 
and the claim of -Mrs. \\'. K. S|iinne.\-, 
wife of Capt. W. C. Spinney, uliu lo.st 
his life In the \vreck. 

Since the I^ydla w.as sunk, negotia- 
tions li.a\-e been under way for a sifl- 
tleineiit of claims, but no arrreem.-iit 
iias been reached. Mr. 'Walliiigronl 
stated >-esterday tliat lie liad been de- 
layed so long in trying to reaeli a seL- 
tleincnl out of court that he believeMl 
lie could do better having his claim 
adjusted 'by legiil- process. 

The schooner Lydia was sunk at 2 
o'clock the morning of March 30, near 
.Seattle. Two men were drowned. Capt. 
.Spinney sailed as one of tiie crew for 
tlie (Ishlng cn'ilse. lie Is survived by 
a wife and child, residents of Seattle^. 
Tho l^ydia was formerly employed on 
a sclentlllc expedition to Alaska. She 
was an unusually stauhcta and trim 
craft of her class, 

Joshua Green, of the Inland Naviga- 
tion company, said: "The question to 
be determined Is who Is to blame for 
tho , accident. That is all we dispute 
with Mr. Wallingford. If tlie Chippe- 
wa Is guilty our underwriters wHl set- 
tic the claim. :1t tho Lydia- was to 
blame I understand she Ig insured."

The Prince Rupert whaling com- 
pan.N-, recently incorporated here which 
will probably establish its station at 
Dundas island next summer, lias been 
endeavoring to purchase a wdialing 
steamer In Japan for use from the 
northern station. Efforts to- secure a 
vessel in tho Orient have- been tm- 
valllng and enquiries are now .being 
made at St. John, Newfoundland and 
at Norwegian ports. When the Prince 
Rupert wdialing coiiifiuny starts ser- 
vice, and the local company wdiicli 
is to establish a station on Queen 
Charlotte islands is eiigageil, there 
will t)(! ;i l)ig business for the Ulue 
Piiniiel and J'"i'eneli .rounil-the- world 
Ihii-'rs from this port. Tlie Pacilic 
AN'hftling Company has been making 
regular shipments of from 1,500 to 
2,500 barrels of whale oil from Its 
Kyuquot and Scchart stations on each 
out'ward-bound steamer for Glasgow, 
and to further Its trade In tho United 
Kingdom has sent an agent to reside 
at tho Scotcll port. With two otlier 
whaling oonipanies ongagod in t!ie 
north, sliiiiping oil l)y the I'.P.P... ami 
other steamers in the nojllurn eoa.-t 
trade to tills port there will 'be l.i- 
sliipments for the round-the-world 
freigliter.-<. 

Ill his last reiiort W. T. R. Preston, 
Canadian trade eoniniissioiier at Voko- 
haiiiu, refers to Jai)aiu.'se Industry in 
the coast wluillng business as follows: 
The se.iridi for whales in Japanese 
waters is carried on with a consider- 
able degree ot activity by Japanese 
lishlng companies. There are about 
20 , whaling steainers employed in 
these operations, with crews aggre- 
gating 400 or 500 marines. Tlie total 
number of whales captured in .lap- 
aiiese w.aters last vear, aiiiountod to 
sni; as against L'OS in 1900. In addi- 
tion to this eateh. tho lle.d sueci'ded 
In taking about ion in the waters im- 
iiiedl.ately <-ontlgnouK to Korea. Tlu' 
wlialing inilustr,\- Is not intermittent, 
but is carried on v.dth perslstiMit ac- 
tivity Ihroiighout tile whole year. 'I'he 
whaling industry iias developed al- 
most altogether since the liussl.ui- 
Japanese war. 

The licadqu.TVtci-s of tile licet chang- 
es from lime ta.tiine, according to tho 
movement of tho whales. Incident to 
tlie changes in the season, in sum- 
mer, operations are conducted In the 
neighborhood of Cho.<;i .and KInkwasan, 
and in tlio winter, from Octolier to 
April, in Tos?i, Klshiu, and Korean 
.waters. According to the Imperial re- 
.ports, the wlialinp Industry at jiresent 
la extrnor<linary ' prolitribie. One of 
tho whaling companies declared a 
dividend last year .of . more tluin one- 
half tiio. entire capital . sttic.k ot the 
company. Only two ot the steamers 
employed In the whaling Industry were 
made In Japan, all the others were im- 
ported from Norway. The 'whaling' in- 
dustry Is no longer carried on as it 
was a few years ago, by launching 
small boats for the purpose of pur- 
suing the whales and harpooning \\ \ih 
implements used by hand. The whal- 
ing boats now are well eqtiipiied fast 
screw steamers, in tlin bow of which is 
a harpoon giin, whlcli becomes as un- 
erring In its flight .at the object aim- 
ed as a n.aval gun. Tills renders the 
calling of whalers far less dangerous 
to human life than under tho old .sys- 
tem, and at the same time- rjrovps 
much more profltable to thosi! engaged 
in the business. ' ' 

Whialo Meat as Food 
The meat of the whale that can In.' 
used for eating purposes is very limit- 
ed. There are two kinds, "Haroeiia 
Japonlca" and "Kokiiiiirti," lioth small 
wiiales, are tho only ones u«od. Tlie 
whale meat is put on tho, markct,ln 
cans or tins, by several of the ■\vhal- 
ing companies. It costs about 4.70 yen 
(52.3,"i currency) per case, eontainlug 
four dozen 1 pound cans or tins, and 
is inostlj- used by those wlio are li\ i|ig 
in remote and mountainous jiiaces in 
.laii.ui. It is always In demand for 
looii for these distant places because 
it Is ehe.ap,

ISy those who know 
morphia can be biiu.^iit in any quantity, 
it ai)i)aienll\- conies In greatest quan- 
tity from the Austrian firm of Melln- 
drot, but some also Is sent bp German, 
English and Scotch manufacturers. It 
Is mainly shipped to Kobe In Japan, 
it Is not landed there, but Is transhipp- 
ed in the liarbor, under a transfer jier- 
mlt which does not necessitate exnml- 
ii.-Uioii of the goods, into steamers 
Ijound for Cliina. tnalers for 1,000 
Iiounds widgbt havi» been given in 
transaction, tiie morphia lieing jiack- 
ed in l-l lb., 21 lb., .and 28 lb. tins, 
four ill a ease. Tills smuggling Is 
wliolesale, \\lille Cliiiiose returning 
from iiorni>o, ,Ia\-a, Malaj-a and Hlam, 
In .a. large number' of ea.ses bring mor- 
idiia b;iek as .savings to China. 

The ."Manilla Times says:— .Smug- 
gling in the Plillli|)lne islands is ;is- 
suining proportions that make it a 
menace to Insular revenue and It will 
not bo long before the government 
must for the protection ot Itself and 
the honpst merchants of the commun- 
ity organise a drastic campaign 
against It. It will surprise tiio orderly 
and lawabiding to know that (inly a 
few days ;igo a case of khnki, sniug- 
gli-d into the country by way of the 
east coast of Luzon, was Moated down 
I.agiina de B:\y and the Paslg for dis- 
liibullon in JIanllla, ye-t such is tlie 
fact.

JAPaIs GOVERNMENT 
ANNdUNCESITS POLICY 

No Reduction of Armaments- 
Personnel of the New 

Cabinet 



Before llio Japanese cabinet of Mar- 
quis Katsura was finally formed on 
July 14, according to advices received 
The premier prej>arcd an exact state- 
ment of the policy to hi' p-Tsucil by the 
new ministry. In compiling this docu- 
ment His Excellency nut only took 
counsel with his proposed colleagues, 
but also sought the advice of the 
elder statesmen, In order to have their 
contldenco and co-operation. 

Viscount Terauchl is quoted by the 
Asahl Shimbun as declaring very em- 
phatically that tlicro w'ili be no re- 
duction of armaiiionts or postpone 
ment of expenditures further than 
that wlilcli has been already effected. 
He denounces as uni)atrlotlc and obed- 
ient to their own selllsh interest only 
all persons who would denude tho 
country of iiroper iiioaii.s of defence. 
But we do not ob.'icrvo that ills Excel- 
lency says anything about llnanclal 
str'-ngth as an essential clement of a 
nation's armaments.

He t!ier(-fore places great liopes 
In the new e.-ihinet, iind is persuaded 
that it will carry oat trie wishes of lliu 
business world, namely, liy taking 
me.-isures to liicroasc from jis,5O0,00n 
lo ,-!0 or .3.') nillHon dollars, the sum 
now annually a iipri ipr lated for the 
National Debt Sinking [•"und, .and that 
It will "^trnUi from Issuing any fresh 
loans iri>n. fur productive purposes.

There': are as yet no conjectures as 
to Baron: Goto's successor In tho presi- 
dency .ibf tlio Soiith Manchuria Rail- 
way, 'tiut the Impression seems lo be 
thiit ho will continue to hold tliat post 
with tho assKstance of Mr. Nakanuira 
the vice-president. 

Another interesting question is tin; 
occupant of tlie Japanese Embassy In 
London. It Is thought not Imiirobablo 
that Count HayashI may return to a 
position where he proved such a signal 
success, but the name of Mr. Katuno- 
soke is spoken of with some assur- 
ance in some (luarters, 

It is understood that the original in- 
tention was to give the portfolio of 
I'lnance to Baron HIrata and that of 
Home Affairs to Baron Oura,.but ulti- 
mately Baron HIrata was transferred 
to the Home '-Department by the ad- 
vice of Marquis Inouye, It Is said. 
Doubtless the reason for this change 
was that Baron HIrata is not popular 
with the business classes owing to Ills 
record in connection with tho ex- 
changes. Of course tho assignment 
of llie portfolio of I'^oreign Affairs to 
Viscount TeraiishI ks only temporary, 
pending tho arrival of (.;ount Komura 
frnin England. Haron Ckabe's Inclii- 
sloii is evidently for the sake of pla- 
cating the House of Peers, and Baron 
Goto'.s Inclusion is due to the lilgli re- 
putation he ha.s obtained as a business 
administrator. He Is expected to prove 
a success at the Department of Com- 
munications. 

Tho greatest Interest of all attaches 
to Marquis Katsura'a assumption of 
the portfolio of Finance. This is not 
gazetted as a temporary measure. So 
far as present appearances go, the 
Marquis intends to take upon his own 
shoulders full respon.-ilblllty for the 
management of the J3mplre's monetary 
affairs, and tlio reasonable Inference, 
we think, la that he has formed KOnio 
working i>lan which he regards as ap- 
plicable to the situation, and which 
Ills colleagues have pledged thcmselv<'S 
to support. With regard to tho un- 
oxpoctod fact that Viscount Klyoura's 
iiiimo does not appear upon the slate, 
ho himself explains' that one of the 
principal desiderata In organizing the 
Cabinet was to bring In some new 
blood, and he consequently did n"t de- 
sire to be included and is perfectly 
content to see his place occupied by 
a new m;in. The Hocbl Shimlmn says 
that Baron TsudzukI would have been 
Included If he liad consented to take 
the portfolio of Justice or Education, 
but lie wanted the Foreign Depart- 
ment or the Home Department, and 
could not reconcile himself to any 
comparatively inactive post.

In large cities most of tho hotels, res- 
taurants and bakeries use It uncolored 
In their cooking, very wisely pret'cr- 
ring it to Inferior butter, and many o£ 
them use a colored variety . on. their 
tables with entire satisfaction to their 
guests.— Leslie's Weekly.

Untiirtuiialely, I dro])i)ed 
my muff, which liuppened to be a sable 
one adorned with tails, and Containing 
my purse and ticket. Before 1 could 
pick It up a man pounced on It, and 
made off at top speed towards the 
swinging glass doors leading out of the 
station.

doors, and reappear by another, like a 
clown In a i)ancomlne. Calm'apd un- 
concerned, ho was swinging a cane, 
and no muff was visible. While I 
stared at him In utter amazement, I 
spied sticking out from his coat, which 
wUh one hand' ho was endeavoring to 
keep closed, one of the tails of muff. 
At that moment the boll which an- 
nounced the departure ot the train be- 
gan to ring. There was no time for 
words; it was a case of 'Do or die.'" 

"1 rushed at tlie thief,' adds Lady 
Randolph, "seized the tall of the muff, 
and Jumi)ed upon tho train, which I 
just managed to' catch, leaving tho 
man,, with his mouth wide open, still 
istaring^as the train crawled out of 
the station. — Westminster Gazette. 



Senator J affray. .Speaks .of 
..What -He ;Saw?ii^rouncl. 



Vancouver, Aug. 7.— -"The sceties I 
witnessed at Fernle the day after the 
great fire ^ -will never be forgotten," 
said Senator Robert Jaffray. Jlr. 
.lalTrny, who is vice-president of tho 
(.;row's Nest Pass Coal comiiany, left 
the doomed city a few hours before tho 
conflagration. Ho learned of tho situa- 
tion on reaeliing Cranbrook and at 
once returned to Fernle. 

"Cranbrook was already crowded 
with refugees before 1 got a train go- 
ing to tho tire swept city," ho said. 
"I found the town virtually wiped out. 
Tho people showed exceptional spirit 
under such trying circumstances. Their 
conduct was beyond praise. Many 
deeds Of heroism will never bo record- 
ed. If was a fortunate thing that tho 
lire did not extend westeri.v, as the 
railway communication with Cran- 
brook was never Interrupted for a mo- 
ment. This enabled tho Canadian Pa- 
cllic Railway to transport hundreds of 
women and children to a place of 
safety. 

"When J reached l<''ernie the entire 
valley east for a distance of 25 mllo.s 
was a mass of flames. Two bridges 
on tho C. P. R. between Fernlo and 
Michel wero burned. JIaiiy of tho re- 
fugees who left for Coleman had an 
exciting race through the'.flames. Fif- 
teen ladies, including Mrs. Hurd, wife 
of our manager, barely e.'icaped with 
their lives. They were obliged to pass 
tho night in coke ovens at Hosmer, 
whore tho new steel triple of the C. 
P. R. colliery was destroyed. Tho lit- 
tle town itself escaped, as did IMlchol. 
Coal Creek and Carbonado, around 
which the nro raged with fury. Too 
much praise caniiot bo accorded the 
C. P. R. ofllclals "and train crews,, In 
less than tvventy-f.our hours, tho des- 
troyed bridges were replaced by new 
structures, and trains, ' were'" again 
running as usual. ' 

' "On Tuesday, work ln;our three .cpl- 
llerles was resumed. " The output 

"Wednesday was 1,600 tons and by next 
week it will be back to normal, or 
about 3120 tons. We are also pro- 
ceeding with the construction of a new 
steel tlpplo at iSIlchol at a cost of 
$300,000. 

"There will soon be lots of work for 
tho unemployed a.-i many men will bo 
needed to remove the debris at Fornio 
as soon as the fire losses are adjusted. 
Tho town will be rc-bullt more sub- 
stantially than over." Wo have.,' 450 
men on otir pay roll there. They are 
probably at 'work again as -wo* must 
maintain "our coke suppl.v foi* 'the 
various femelters. Tho loss of llfo'WllI 
probably turn out to be less - than 
originally estimated— probably fourteen 
fifteen victims. The substantial 
aid granted the citizens of Fornio by 
the outsldo world Is very deeply ap- 
preciated. It shows that hurnan sym- 
pathy In this ago Is responsivo to tho 
distress of hpmelcss men, women and 
children,"

The 
homo was Immediately given' up by the 
fathers to be used as a hospital and 
the eleven rooms in it are now filled 
with burned and Injured residents. 

Father Welsh of Vancouver has gone 
lo the assistance of the Fernlo parish 
and has taken a large church tent for 
temporary use. A new church will bo 
erected with us little delay as posslblo 
and It will likely "be of cement blocks.

I have heard it 'said that It 
Is^n unfortunate .time to. strike, but I 
do not agreo with that view. I think 
It Is tho very boat time, for there Is 
a federal election coming and a big 
crop to m.iirket." 

Mr. Pottlpleco added that ho had re- 
ceived a letter from Winnipeg to tlio 
cffe'ct that the C.P.R. meant to force 
the l.ssue later in any event. lie also 
addi'd that there were some three hun- 
dred .laiianrsi.., according to. publl3hcd 
report, being placed by the railway on 
its western lines. 

"No 'doubt many of these," ho de- 
clared, "aro skilled-laborers and there 
are Indications that their Importation 
was well designed." 

Delegate iMattlson stated -that tho 
Santa Fe road had prolonged Its three 
years' war with lt'.3 machinists by tho 
emiiloyment of Orlontal.s, and added: 
"It has cost that road ten millions to 
fl.ght llial battle and it will cost tho 
C.P.R. twenty millions if it follows 
tho same course."

ing Scale for bollerinaker^'.and ninety- 
seven per cent, of thO' men .supported 
him in his decision to 'rejfcct tho ma- 
jority- report. - . 

Deh'gate I'^enton added that it had 
been the boast of Mr. Bury of the C. 
P. R. when ho took office at Winnipeg 
that I ho would kill organized labor on 
th road within five years.

Vancouver, Aug. 7.— At tho Inquest 
held yesterday afternoon on S. .M. 
Bent, the brldgeman who was killed 
on Wednesday by falling off the con- 
Ktruetion of the, new C!ranvll!(,' strci't 
bridge, the Jury returned a verdict of 
accidental death. 

The evidence given by tho bridge 
foreman and Bent's mate clearly. show- 
ed that every possible precaution for 
the safety of the^ men' waa taken. It 
was one of those fatalities that noth- 
ing can guard against. Bent curious- 
ly enough had only just been cxijlain- 
ing lo Jlr. Moss, the bridge superin- 
tendent, exactly how McAdam had mot 
his death the day before. 'll(^ had 
gom; back to his work of placing 
stringers In position and Mr. Moss and 
McLaughlin, tho bridge foreman, had 
just reached the end of the bridge 
when thoy hoard the men shouting 
that some one had fallen off tho 
bridge. 

Tho doctor's evidence showed that 
Bent suffered from .\yater:o«i the brain 
which might possibly have-'ca.Hsed di-/.- 
zlncis, or affccteil his eyesight, but 

otherwise he was a perfectly healthy 
man. In attempting to drive his 
peiiv.v in between two stringers ono 
of which had canted slightly over tho 
other. Bent mls.'.ed his aim and over- 
balancing himself pitelu'd over the 
stringers \and struck the cap of tho 
piling, falling from there to the ground, 
over nineteen feet below. 

Tho jury closely fiue.stloncd Bent's 
mate as to tho possibility of greater 
precautions being taken to ensure the 
safety of the men, but his evidence 
showed that the work was carried nn 
as carefully as possible. - 

Mr. Morrison of Armstrong & Mor- 
rison, tho contractors, gave technical 
evidence regarding bridge construc- 
tion, showing tho impossibility ot us- 
ing derricks to place tho stringers In 
position

To attempt {o shut out aU'the dusl 
from our dwellings would also $hut out 
all the health-giving fresh alriaftd Ven- 
tilation, conducletl on proper sanitary 
linos, is absolutely necessar.v. This 
can bo done, yet wo can In a great 
measuro guard against most of the 
dust nul.sance, and then, by always 
liri\ithlng through tlio nose insl(;ad of 
tho mouth, and taking jiroper constant 
exercise In the ojicn air, the dust trou- 
ble, as far as health is concerned, will 
be reduced to the minimum. High 
authm-lties In nlj our cities should giv(! 
as much attention to abating the dust 
nulsan(;e jis they are now- giving to the 
i-omov;il of garbage and objectionable 
matter. 

It may surprise many to know that 
e,von on tho hlghcst mountains dust is 
constantly, falling, and-ijias.. been found 
on the hlj5hest;.peaks;'o'f . the Alps by 
melting tho snows there arid evaporat- 
ing them, the residue; sho''w,ing a con- 
sider.'iljle por'tion of matter, most of 
which Wore inlnuto particles of iron. 
These particle* did not come from the 
levels and plaln.i, and were carried up 
there by the winds, but are uridoubt- 
edly duo to the burnln',-' wp of met(!nrs, 
which wnn(l(M' iirouml in courille:^;;

London, Eng., Aug. 7. — Hon. Joseph 
Martin, K.C, presented a most inter- 
esting and important paper before the 
International I'^ree Trade Congress. 
The subject is; "Political Morality as 
Illustrated In tlie Making and Opera- 
tion of Tariffs and the Eslabllshinent 
of Favored Interests Within tlie State." 

Deieg-ates are in attendance from all 
over the world, and -Mr. Martin's de- 
liveranct! coming from a man of prom- 
incnco In the political life of Canada,, 
has created, a sensation, ' tbougrh much 
of what ho says' has been within the 
knowledge of students of politics for 
years past. Tlio arraiguineiit of Sir 
\A'iIfrid Laurier and tlio Ottawa cov- 
ernnicnt in general, Interontially and 
otlierwise, on tlie abaiulonineiit of 
l^iberal Free Trade principles, is most 
severe and coiiii-s with great force 
owing to tlie uiiciuest ioiiod justice of 
the position taken by ;\Ir. .Martin. 

Tliere are sensational features in tho 
paper, notably tho references to the 
enormous riches acquired by Cabinet 
Ministers since they took office, and 
also tlie policy pursued in silencing in- 
de])endence within tlic party. Tlie pa- 
per will be an eye-0])oner to many 
Uritlsliers, but it is as well tliat they 
slionld understand tho true situation in 
Canada. 

U)) to IRTl) both of tlie great parties 
in Canada called ]-cspertl vel y vi.ituT- 
al" and "Censervat ive," were in favor 
uf free trade. 'I'liere was a niuilei-ate 
tariff which was imposed purely for 
ri'Venue purposes, liut wliich affor(l<Mi 
some Incidental protection to Cana- 
dian manufacturers. In that year a 
I>iberal government Willi the Ilonor- 
.able Alexander .Maekcnzio as premier, 
was in power. The Conservative Op- 
position under tho leadershipe of Sir 
John A. Maedonaitl, introduced ;i re- 
solution into iiarliameiit in favor of 
an increase in tlio tariff in the direc- 
tion of iirotectlon. Tills resolution 
was, of c((urse, voted down. 

Tini(\s were very liard and continued 
so until after the general election of 
187S, at which the Mackenzie gov- 
ernment were badly defeated. Tlic 
Conservative government coming into 
])ower considerably increased the 
tariff for the purpose of protection as 
foreshadowed in their roi^olutlon. 

One of the strongest argument.s put 
forw.'ird at the time In favor of a pro- 
tective policy, was that the industries 
of Canada were struggling infants and 
required protection for a few ye.ars 
only. It was proniLsed that after 
these imlustrle had iDecome tlrinly 
talilislied, protection would be tal<en off 
and tho tariff again put upon a revenue 
basis. Needless to say, thi.s promise 
was not kept and the demands of the 
manufacturers have steadily increased 
from 'time to, time to the present, 
Not Satisfactory. 
While the present Canadian tariff 
is a liighly protective one, it la not by 
anv means satisfactory to tho Manu- 
facturers' association, a l5ody which 
lias sprung into existence almost en- 
tirely for the purposes of intiuenclng 
legislation in the direction of a higher 
larilf. The i)rograniino of tile Manu- 
facturers' association at the present 
time IS to Increase the Canadian tar- 
ut so that all foreign manufacturers, 
iiicinding those of the United King- 
dom, shall be-efCectually excluded. The 
tissociatioh Is m,u'ch " in favor of the 
policy of 'preferential, tra.de eaunciated 
by the Honorable Joseph Chamberlain 
and In order to come within its pur- 
view they are desirous that tlie 
tariff against tlie United States should 
be twenty or tlilrty per cent greater 
than against' the United Kingdom, 
but stiiiulating tiiat the tariff against 
the United Kingdom should he suf- 
lleiently iiigll to keep out all tlu.lr 
manufacturers, Mr. Clianiberlain lias 
expressed himself as Jielng satlslicd 
with . that policy,, although. It is dlfll- 
cult for an onlooker . to understand 
liow lie can promise British manufac- 
turers an easy etitraneo into Can&da 
ior their wares*ln return ior the pre- 
lerentlal tariff which he proposes./ on 
food products In favor of the colonics 
and as against the rest of the world. 

Tho I..iberal party from the time of 
tlieir defeat in ]S78 until their return 
to power In ISOO, steadily i;ept to tho 
forefront as the leading planlt in 
tlu'lr ijoliey, the abolition of the pro- 
tective tariff and the return to a 
liurely revenue tariff such as was in 
existence prior to 1878. 

There were general elections in 
1S82 and' li887, and In 1891 and 189G, and 
until the last mentioned year the Lib- 
erals were unable to dislodge the 
(Conservative party. The reason given 
by Liberal leaders for their repeated 
failures at the jiolls liati always lieeii 
till/ immense eon-iipti')n fund eoiiiri- 
huted liy tiie nianu fiieturei's (if Can.-ula 
to the Conservative party in return for 
tariff legislation. 

That Liberal Convention. 
In June, 1893, a general convention 
of the Ijlbi^rai party of the Doniliiloii 
of Canada was held ;it Ottawa and tiie 
following resolution unanimously pass- 

"I'liat the customs tariff of the Do- 
nilnioii aiiould be based, not as it is 
now, upon the protective principle, but 
upon tiie requirements of the public 
ser\lce: 

'"i'liat the existing tariff fnnnded 
upon an uiisouiul iirineiple, and used, 
as it lias Ijei.Mi fjy tlie government, as a 
c Turiiiitlng agency wlierewitli to lieep 
tlieiiisel\-(;s ill olilce, lias developed 
nioiiDpolles, trusts, and combinations; 

"It lias decreased the value of farm 
and otlii-r landed property; 

"it has ojipresscd the masses to the 
enrlclimcnt of a few; 

"It has checked Immigration; 

"It has caused great loss of popula- 
tion ; 

"It has impeded commerce; 
"It has discriminated against Great 

i Britain. 

"ill these ;uul ni;uiy oilier ways 
it lias oeeasioned great public and jiri 
\-:iU- injury, ail of which evils must 
continue to grow In intensity as Ion;: 
as the present tariff system remains 
in l'(.)rce. 

"Tliat tho highest Interest of c:aii- 
ada demand a roniovel of tliis ob.staelo 
to our country's progress by the adop- 
tion of a sound fiscal policy, which, 
while not doing Injustice tio any class, 
will promote domestic and foreign 
trade and hasten the return of pros- 
perity to our people. 

"That to that end, tiie tariff .should 
bo. -r/ifiueed to tlii^ needs of lioneat, eco- 
ncnnleai and ellieli:iit government. 

"Tliai :i .liiinild bo so adju.sted as to 
malvo free, ui- to liear as ilgiitly i\a pos- 
sible mion, tlie necessities of life, and 
sliould be so arranged as to promote 
freer tiado with the whole world, more 
particularly with Great lirltaln and 
tho United States. 

"We believe that the results of tho 
protostlve system have grievously dls- 
uppolntcd thousands of persona who' 



honestly supported It, and timt tho 
country, In tlie light of experience, is 
now prepared to declare for a sound 
Il-scal policy. " ■, •, . . 
(,,>-"The , Issue , be^'woeti the;, two -political 
partles.ron'thls aiiicstlbtt*lp.tnow, clearly 
denned. - ' ' ' ' " ' ' ' 

"The government themselves admit 
the failure of their llscal ■ policy, and 
now profess their wllllngnesa/ to make 
soiiio changes; but they say that' such 
changes must bo based only on the 
principle of protection. 

"\Yo denounce tlie principle of |iro- 
tectlou as radically unsound and un- 
just to the masses of tiie jjeoiilo and 
we declare our conviction tliat any tar- 
rif changes based on that principle 
must fail to afford any substantial re- 
lief from the burdens under which tho 
country labors. 

"This Issue we unhesitatingly accept 
and upon It we. aw&lt with the fullest 
confidence of the verdict of the eleo-' 
tors of Canada." 

Mowat's Speech. 
A report of the proceedings of this 
convention containing the speeches of 
prominent members of tho party, was 
issued at the time. This report has 
been a long time out of print and It 
would appear that the speakers at tliat 
convention liavo many years ago eii- 
tirel.\' foiifDtlen the iirlnciples then 
IMit forward. The chairman of the 
convention was the Hon. Oliver Mowat 
(since deceased) then premier of On- 
tario. In his opening sneech he stat- 
ed that: 

"The general depression at that time 
in Canada (referring to 1S7S) In eam- 
mon with the rest of the world, unfor- 
tunately disposed our people to try al- 
most any political experiment from 
which there seemed any chance of re- 
lief; and tho policy of protection prov- 
ed a fortunate piece of party tactics, 
for the political party that adopted It, 
however disastrous to the best iiiter- 
(^sts of the eomitr.N- In the long- run. 
Hut the end apiiear.- ninv to iiavo 
come. Our iielglibors soulli of us 
have Just dislodged their rn'oteetion 
part.N-. and there is every prospect of 
our iiaving a like success at our next 
general election." 

'i'he 1-lon. A. C5, Jones, nf Halifax, 
N.S., (since deceased), stated: "The 
country has had fifteen years of Tory 
rule and we find that from one end of 
thid Dominion to the other, the cry 
is going up that thLs government is 
absorbing the earnings of the people 
and turning a large portion of them 
into the pockets of the protected 
classes, and everywhere tlie people de- 
mand a change of government and a 
return tn the principles which the Ijlb- 
erals have advocated and under which 
alone the people of this country may 
expect permanent prosperity." 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the present 
premier of Canada, was then the load- 
er of the Liberal party. In the course 
of hi3 speech he used the following 
expressions: 

"There Is, as you well know a uni- 
versal consensus of opinion among all 
cla.ises, nay, among all jiartles In this 
country, that the tariff which now 
prevails in Canada is a burdensome 
tariff that is an oppressive tariff, 
and that what was known at one time 
as the N. P. lias been found to be 
fraud and a failure." Again: "The 
government tells us that the princi- 
ple of the national policy they are 
going to maintain, and wo answer to 
the government that the principle of 
tho national policy l.-i vicious and must 
be taken off — not only the branches." 
Sir Wilfrid's Remarks,, 
Again Sir "Wilfrid said: "1 want to 
know — and 1 put the (luestioii so as 
to be hoard ' through tlio leugtli and 
breadth of this country — by virtue of 
what principle will you tax a man to 
enrich his neighborV. By virtue of 
what principle will you tax the farmer 
in order to give work to the working 
man? On what principle will you tax 
tho worklngman In order to give bet- 
ter prices to the farmer'^" 

Again; "Last year there was a 
Democratic convention and on that oc- 
ca.sion ttiey Ueciarcd: "t liat we con- 
demn Rupubllcan protection as a fraud 
and a robbery of a great majority of 
liie American people for tlie beiiellt of 
a few.' The condemnation was eiulors- 
eil by the American pe-ople at tht! Ilrst 
opportunity following, and tiiey de- 
clared ill the most eini>hatle language 
that till; system of protectiun over 
tliero was a fraud and a robbery. Air. 
Chairman and Gentlemen, 1 submit to 
your Judgment that the servile copy 
of the American system which ha.» 
been brought amongst us by tho lead- 
ers of the Conservatives, is, like its 
prototype, a fraud and a robbery, and 
I call upon you one and all to pro- 
nounce at once and give your eniplnit- 
ic support to the proposition that v.e 
shall never rest until we liave wiped 
away from our system that fraud and 
robbery under which Canadians suf- 
fer." 

Then .'igaiii: "I submit to you that 
tho ideal llscal system is tln^ i3ritish 
system of free trade. Sir, my loj'alty 
a.H I stated, does not ooze from the 
Iiores of my bod\-, but 1 do want to 
go for an exainplu to the Mother 
Country, and not to tho United .States, 
much as I love and resjiect the peo- 
jilii on the other side of the line. I 
say the policy should be a policy of 
free trade, such as they have In Eng- 
land, but I nm sorry to say that the 
circumstances of this country cannot 
admit, at present, of thaljj policy in its 
entirety. But I propose to you that 
from this day henceforward it should 
be the goal to wliieli we aspire. I iirii- 
pose to yon from this daj'. although 
we cannoi adopt tlir policy itself, to 
adopt the iiolicy wliich regulates It; 
that is to say, tiiat tliough it should 
be your misfortune for many years to 
come to have to raise a I'evenue by 
custom duties, tiiese duties should lie 
levied only so far as It Is necessary 
to carry on tlK; business of the gov- 
ernment. 1 submit to you that not a 
cent sliould bo extracted from tho 
pockets of tho people except every 
cent goes Into tho treasury of the 
people, and not into the pockets of 
somebody else. I submit to you that 
no ^duty should .be levied for protec- 
tion's sake, but lovied altogether and 
only tor the purpose of llllliig the 
treasury to tlio limits reiiuired. 1 sub- 
nilt to you tliat every cent tlial l.s lev- 
led should be hn'lod lirst and fore- 
most upon the luxuries of tlu! iieople. 
I submit to you tlierel'ore that tlii\ sys- 
tem of protection which Is maintain- 
ed by the goN'oi-niuent, that is to say 
of ii'vyliig trlluite upon tlio people not 
for tile legltiniale oxiieiises of tlie gov- 
enmionl but for a private and privi- 
leged class, should be condemned 
without t|ualiiieation. Let it be well 
uiider.stood that from this moment we 
ha\e a distinct issun with tlic party 
in power. Their ideal la protection, 
our ideal Is free trade. Their Immed- 
iate object la protection, ours a' tariff 
for revenue only. Upon this Issue wo 
engage the battle from this moment 
forward, and I ask you once more nev- 
er to desist until we have achieved the 
victory, until we have freed this coun- 
try from the Incubus wliich lias lieen 
wolBhlng it down for lifteen long 
yo.ara. Nothing l.i more <lilllcult — that 
is one of the e'Vils of iiroteotliin — than 
to wlije away i)rotpotioii. Iiccaiiso un- 
der its interests have been ,establisli- 
ed that , wliieli every man wlio has at 
heart the Interests of all classes must 
tako into cotisldoratlon. It Is always 
easy to increase the tariff, because by 
so doing you liicreaso tho private for- 



tunes of certain individuals, but, whoa 
ever you decrease the turilf it has al- 
ways to be done with careful consid- 
eration, and .1 am sure that when the 
.Lilberal8..are Mn,' p.ower .they will not 
bo'ilhdltterent'^;!;*) U»lBV;prlmary truth." 

Then:' "But there' are other qiuea- 
tlons still. One of the ovlls of tho Na- 
tional Policy and the system of pro- 
tection has been hcie, cverywlieve 
else, to lower the moral level of pub- 
lic life. It is a subject, however, into 
Wliich I do not desire to enter at 
iengtli. I speulc of it more in sorrow 
than in anger; but I tell you this, i£ 
you want to purify the political at- 
mosphere not a cent is to lie levied 
e.vcejit what Is necessary to carry on 
the legitiinato expenses of the gov- 
ernmenc economically udmlnistured. I 
speak of this subject more In sorrow 
than In anger; but there Is not' a man 
whoi has In his bosbni a patriotic 
heart who does not see ■ with • shanie 
that the name of Canada has become 
the by-word of corruption among tiie 
civilized nations df;the'eaj-th." 

Sir Klchard \Cartwrlght (now a 
member of the Dominion Cabinet) 
stated: "And I do not mean to say 
that in tiie ranks of our opponets there 
a not a very considerable number of 
worthy, but utterly niistaicen men. 
But, on the otlier hand, I have to say 
to you, in order tliat there may lio no 
illusions on our part as to the char- 
acter of the foe with whorii we have 
to deal, we are particularly face to 
face with a vast and well organized; 
conspiracy, witli a consplr.xcy wliich 
controls a very large portl'un of tlie 
active wealth of this country, which 
lias tlie entire resources of the gov- 
ernment of Canada at Us disposal, a 
conspiracy whose motto Is robbery, 
and whose arms are fraud and 'bribery. 
Sir, It is too trulv the case that the 
folly in former times of a majority of 
our own countrymen has raised for- 
mldabl(! raiiiiiarts a^.-iiiust tlK-in.sclves, 
and it is a deplorable tiling, as .Mr. 
Laurier tvuly told you ii thliiH to be 
spokiui of more in .sorrow than in an- 
ger, that at this inoincnt throughout 
Canada, tlieri> exist.s 

degree of political corruption. And I 
am sorry to liave to s.ay that Canada, 
as Canada exists today, public opin- 
ion Is but a small anil weak factor in 
remedying the evils with whicli you 
have to deal. Sir, I have aat in many 
parliaments, and I am sorry to ''say 
that the parliament of which I am now 
a member has attained a most evil 
pro-omlnonce, even among several very 
bad parliaments that I can recollect. 
It has retained for this parliament, de- 
liberately and publicly to condone tho 
very vilest corruption that could bo 
committed In a country having free 
institutions. It has remained for this 
; ariiament to trample under foot tho 
most iiindarneiital principles of law 
and Justice, to make mockery of judi- 
cial trials of mlni.tters, to allow those 
ministers to be tried by judges of 
their own selection, upon charges of 
their own preparation." 

And: "Now, I have no doubt that 
one of the chief causes of their loss to 
Canada has been the oiieration of the 
protective ayt:tem, and it is, perhaps, a 
matter of regret that in tho discussions 
which from time to time have taken 
place on this subject; we rather ignore 
the political working of that system, 
and perhaps dwell ia'llttle too much on 
the material Injury 'It has flone to our 
country. I think it hiust be obvlotls to 
every one who wlll"glve the slightest 
attentive consideration to the working 
of the protective system In- this coun- 
try or elsewhere thiit tho inoment you 
introduce tliat systlim you make legal 
provision for corruption on tho most 
extensive scale. The moment you in- 
troduce tlie protective system you 
create a class who.se interests are es- 
sentially different from those of the 
peopli; at large and who become tho 
ready contributors to corruption funds, 
siiaring witii their masters the plunder 
which they huvu been enabled to take 
from the people. More than that, I 
have always held that In Canada pro- 
tection was not only a crime, but a 
blunder. I have al-«rays felt that there 
was absolutely no excuse for Introduc- 
ing such a system In a dountry Uko 
this. Tliere is no factor In the condi- 
tion of Caiiudtv which would ever jus- 
tify us in expecting that we could 
tiirive by taxing our peoi)le or that by 
isolating them from the rest of the 
world we would be able to increase 
their prosporltj'. Improve their resour- 
ces or Increase their numbers." 
Agrees With Laurier 
"However, sir. these opportunities 
are gone, and it Is our duty to face tho 
situation as l)est wo may, and I believe 
with .Mr. L.aurier. that the Ilrst duty of 
the Hefonn party, tho duty which "lies 
next at nand, tlie duty wliioli is most 
clearly within their iiouer to perform, 
is at once and conipietely to reform 
the tariff of thi.s country, to reduce It 
to a revenue basi.s. to sec tliat no 
money from this tlni ■> forth shall, so far 
as we can prevent it, be taken out of 
tiie pockets of the iieojjle for anv other 
purpose than for the legitimate needs 
of the whole country. Gentlemen, as 
regards protection, I may sav at once 
that I think t^iat no man who has 
taken the trouble to examine the 
working of tho protective system will 
fail to endorse the statement I make 
that liberty and protection are a con- 
Iradictidn in terms. Vou can have no 
true lll)erty under a protective system 
you can have no true liberty under a 
system the function of which Is to 
create :i privik.'gi-d class and to con- 
centrate an undue proiiorlion of the 
wealth of tiie eonnminlty in the 
iiands of a few IndKiduals. I con- 
tend that lirotectlon, be.side.s lieiiig 
tlie cause of tiie worst political cor- 
ruption, Is the deadly foe of all true 
freedom and tlierefori' the deadly foo 
of every l..,ll)oi-ai who desires to .seo 
ills country a free country." . . "Now, 
I believe that you will agree with my 
esteemed friend, Mr. Laurier, in de- 
claring that an overwhelm ing caso has 
been made out for a general 'and de- 
cisive reform strictly on tho lines of 
a revenue .tariff, a reform wliich will 
provide that for the future not one 
cent shall be exacted from the people 
of (.,'anad:i, except for the needs and 
uses of the peojilc who contribute to 
those tax(>s". . . , "h^or tlio i-est 1 liave 
only to say that you go now before 
the iieople with siieli proof.'^ a.s I think 
wen; never l.-iid liefore any commun- 
ity In the world as to the results lliat 
have followed the sy.stem of protec- 
tion and of the corruption wliich has 
prevailed in Caniula for so manv 
years." 

Similar oxtr.acts could be m.ade from 
almost every speech delivered before 
tiie convention. 

In a resolution forw.-irdod to tlie con- 
vention from Harrlr.gtoii, Nova .Scatia, 
the following exjiresslon.'-; occur; 

"That lh,> Idheruls of tlil.s 'f\)wnsliip 
being citizen subjects of Canada are 
Intensely pi3,trIotlc to her best inter- 
ests lirat, atld hence everywhere our 
pco|)lo are awakening to the ovlls that 
are overtaking our country, .lij conso-

elu(jtion. Sir John A. JMacdonald, tiie 
Conservative premier, went to. Toron- 
to, one of the ehlof manufacturing 
centres of Canada, and was always al- 
loted a suits of rooms" at the Queen's 
hotel, known as the "red parlor. " Here 
It was olaime'd, Sir John called before 
hlm the leading manufacturers and as- 
sessed upon them the necessary funds 
for the election expense of , his party. 
Liberals False to Word 
In tho general election which took 
place In 1S96, the attitude of the Lib- 
eral party upon this question remain-

auonco of piotcctlon, rcstrlctldil^the 
National policy. That there' can' be 
little conflderiO'! placed in tho preten- 
sion of tiie goverriiiient to reform Can- 
ada's tarilT, v,-hlle its nicmber.s are 
known to i)e wholly at the command 
and beliosts of ' the uiagii.ates of the 
red iiarlor, tlio servants o( the mauu- 
facturJug nionopollHts, trade coinbliic- 
sters and paid Tory partlzana." 
Tho explanation' ot tho reference to 



policy. The Ijilierals succeeded at tli 
election and toolc olilce In the summer 
of 181)li. T'ley have been in power 
since, a period of twelve years, and if 
tiielr tariff legislation is cxainined it 
will be found lliul there has been no 
attcmiit whatever to eliminate protec- 
tion, tiiat in many instances tlie tariff 
has been largely increased and tliat 
their average tariff today is practical- 
ly the same as whem they took ollice 
in 18a6. More than this, tho policy of 
direct subsidies to special manufac- 
tures, initiated under Conservative rule 
has been extended under tho Liberal 
government very much Indeed, spccial- 
i.v In the way of bounties for the pro- 
duction of iron and stoel. A clause 
has been Introduced into the tariff 
law called the "dumping clause" by 
which the department of customs 
without consulting parliament, can 
arbitrarily Increase the tariff upon any 
article, in' their discretion. Tills pow- 
er is given for tho alleged purpose of 
preventing British and American 
mi:nufacLurers from slaughtorlng their 
goods in Canada, but in actual prac- 
tice it is used as a moans of Increas- 
ing tiio protection upon any class of 
articles the manufacturers of which 
are able to .bring sufficient pressure 
•upon the government to .have It done. 

The question naturally arises, why 
has the great Liberal party abandoned 
all Its resolutions witli regard to this 
■question of the . tariff '? This answer 
must, I regret to' say, be found in the 
corrupting association of a protective 
policy. 

The Liberal party wlicn it came into 
pov.'or, liaving been accustomed dur- 
ing its eighteen years of opposition, 
to have great dllllculty in obtaining 
money for election expenses, were un- 
able to withstand the temptation to 
use the Immense power which had 
been placed in tlieir hiuids by the el- 
ectorate of Canada, to compel their 
previous antagonists, the denizens of 
the red parlor, to 1111 their exciiequor. 

Never in all the history of Canada 
has there been so mucli corruption in 
public life as In tho last twelve year.-;. 
It has permeated every department of 
the government and It Is safe to sny 
that ini^ch tho greater part of the time 
of parliament is taken up with Inves- 
tigating charges of graft and corrup- 
tion against department officers and 
ministers of tho crown. 

Ono can well understand that un- 
der the very best 'administration there 
may be cases of wrong doing on the 
part of oHicIals of departments, but 
It would naturally be expected that 
when charges of this kind were- made 
in parliament and commltteea ap- 
pointed for^ their Investigation that the 
government of the day would lend 
every assistance In their power to ex- 
pose the wrong and punish tho wrong- 
doers. So deep-rooted, however, is 
the corruption In public life in Can- 
ada that we And tho government em- 
ploying every means at their hand to 
suppress and nullify tho Investiga- 
tions of these commlttoes. Witnesses 
refuse to answer questions and when 
tiie Conservative members of the com- 
mittee ask for their committal for con- 
tempt the Liberal majority Invariably 
refuse to exercise Its power. 

Totally Corrupted 
Tlie government refuse to allow or- 
ders to be made by parliament for pro- 
duction of original documents at the 
instance of Conservative members of 
the house who state that they desire 
tlie documents for the purpose of un- 
earthing fraud and corruption. 

Members of tho government become 
enormously rich while In ofBce with- 
out any apparent means of enrichment 
except tho power placed In their hands 
by virtue of their positions. 

When tlK'S(^ matters arc referred to 
in parliament tho ministers in ques- 
tion make no explanation whatever of 
the enormous riches which they iiavo 
accumulated but defy tho opposition 
to lay charges against thorn and prove 
them. 

Since tho present government came 
to power in many Instances the law 
has bean changed, so that -the alien- 
ation of public lands, franchises and 
concessions which before had been 
In tho hands of the governor-general- 
in-councll. came within the power of 
the Minister of the Department alone, 
without any check whatsoever. Al- 
though tile government Ibhucs an of- 
ficial (^Ja'iiette every week, these grants! 
arc not published and tliere is i,o gen- I 
oral knowledge of tlieni unless as^ced 
fiir in Parliament and even then It Is j 
only with the greatest dllllculty tli.-it 
any Information can be obtained and 
in many eas(!S when obtained has been 
shown not to be reliable. 

It Is true that there Is another 
source of corruption in Canada. besides 
the protective policy. It . Is the, prac- 
tice of granting large subsldles'for the 
construotlon: of railways. It is well 
understood that whenever a subsidy. 
Is' given to a railway company a con- 
siderable portion of it finds its way 
Into the oloction fund of the govern- 
ment in power. This ciiargc was op- 
only in.adc liy the Liberals agiihifit the 
Coii.servatives wiien they were in pow- 
er, .and tliere is no reason to suppose 
tlint there has lieen any change In 
this respect .since 180C.

dnCL his cabinet dictators of the party 
whoso committee of management they 
ought to bo -under, the principles of 
responsible g-overnment as adminis- 
tered with a party system. 

No Individual member of parliament 
.supporting tiic government is allowed 
to have any opinions of his own or 
in any way to oppose or fail to sup- 
port the course decided upon b}- tlie 
cabinet. It is trne tiiat from time to 
tlmo meinber.s sujiportlng the govern- 
ment get UI) in tiie house and criti- 
cize adversely the government policy, 
hut that is never done except with tho 
consent of the premier, who feels, that 
he can afford to allow the member In 
question to fortify himself in his con- 
stituency by an apparent ojiposition 
to a part of tiic government policy. 

I was myself a niemljcr of tlie Do- 
minion house for three years iirior to 
the general election of 1.S9G. Since 
tho governmont came to power I have 
lieen fretiueiitly to Ottawa and liave 
[isUed old eolleague.i of mine on the 
Liberal side how they could stay in 
parllaiiieiit and see the government 
(lejiart from the ])ollcj' of tlie party as 
it was understood wlien they were In 
opposition. The .-iiiswer has always 
been that tho government would take 
the earliest opportunity of i)Utting 
them out of business. 'This, would be 
done, they explained to me, by refus- 
ing to allow nny of the Immense cor- 
ruption fund accumulated by the gov- 
ernment from railway subsidies and 
I lie manufacturers of (Canada to be 
used In llu-ir particular constituency. 

AN'iien any Idbenil member of par- 
liainent lias been cour.'igeous enuugli, 
In spile of iill these matters, to stand 
up iind speak for Llbi-ral prlneliib'S 
In the house, th(^ government have 
sooner or Inter closed his career, m.-d;- 
liig It known that they ->vould jirefer 
to lia\'e In parliament a str.-ilglit op- 
ponent tlian ail indeiiendent support- 
er. 

False to Trust 
Tn the convention referred to, which 
took place at Ottawa In isn:i, In ad- 
dition to the tariff resolution, many 



other public qyestions were dealt , with, ^ 
but in no place but one, since the Ijllir' 
orals came Into power, have they car- 
ried out the principals alfirmed at tho 
convention. Tho exception was the 
adoption of the voters' (.Ists made for 
provincial purposes in each province 
as tho list tor tlie JJoniinion elections. 
This was done in tlieir lirst session, 
but at the iiresent session a bill liaa 
been introouccd by the government 
going iiacic upon this principle, at any ' 
rate so far. as the provinces of Mani- 
toba and British Columbia are .con-- 
cerned. ' r". 

Hecent provincial Elections and other' ' 
signs would seem to Indicate that, the 
Liberal Government -will have a hard- 
light at tho next general election, 
which must take place . before .the end . 
of 1909, but from the standpoint of 
tho free trader It Is hard to say what 
iidvantage It would bo to substitute 
the Conservative opposition for tho 
government in power. It Is still a 
cardinal principle of the Conservative 
party in Canada that the tariff should 
be primarily a iirotectlve one, and no 
doubt tile same c<n-rupting Inlluenco 
of the tariff of jirotectlou and bounties 
and railway subsidies would sooner or 
later permeate tlic new government 
in till! same way. 

In spite of tile fact that both of tho 
great parties in Canada at jiresent 
stand for a protective tariff, it can ba 
denionstraled bi^yond a doubt, that 
Canada would be better off in every 
re.spc-ct with a revenue tariff, and if a 
lairty .should arise in Canada which 
would adopt free trade or a tariff for 
revenue only as Its policy, 'I believe 
tiiat it would sweep the country. .

NE^W YOKK STOCKS. 

New York, Aug. 7, — There was a re- 
sumption of bullish activity In the Block 
market today partlculary in Smelters 
and National Lead. In fact, tho sharp 
advances in these Issues caused some 
apprehension among holders of stock 
and a general selling inuvement took 
place, resulting in .si'Veii' declines from 
high level but a rally near the close, 
left most of the active Issues sllglitly 
above yesterday's lovei. There was not 
much news to account for tho bullish 
activity other than manlpuhitlon by 
prominent Interests presumably to facil- 
itate the ijrocess uf distribution which 
Is thought to bo the object of the pres- 
ent movement. The advances have been 
rapid and recessions may be expected 
at almost any time but the feeling gen- 
erally among traders continues optim- 
istic.

Tho recent steady advance In tho 
price of copp'er will bring to mind the 

prediction of Adolph Lewlsohn, which 
General ,Manag<'r McAllister of the B 
C. Copper company reported to tho 
Greenwood board of trade last spring, 
.Ml-. Lewlsohn ' was "strongly of thi' 
opinion that copper would average bet- 
ter than l.'i cenCs for the latter half 
of this' year. 

G. L. Walker, the Boston (ixiicrt, 
states that more copper was sold last 
week than in a month prccedliiij. Mr. 
Walker continues: 

"Domestic consumers arc coming into 
the nuuket. That a few of them have 
built up considerable confidence in the 
future is reflocted in their coniplalnt^^ 
because they are unable to buy cop- 
per for October delivery at present 
prices. I understand that none of the 
lai-gd producers are willing to- sell for 
later than September: ^d^llvery at quota- 
tions hero given. Somo Interests ex- 
press surprise that buyers have been 
sujiplled so freely without any materi- 
al advance hi prices. As has been 'stat- 
ed In these letters previously, there is 
in'obably about two months' produc- 
tion of copjjci- uwaltlng saJe.. The 
i greater portion of it is being held for 
'slightly higher jiriccs, and fear that 
comiietltlve selling might cause « 
sudden reaelloii Is causing many pro- 
ducing interests tu meet tho demand at 
about 13 cents. \ 

Real ImproA'eniont is beginning to 
be noted in the br;Lss trade. A number 
of fouiulries have Increased their work- 
ing forces recently, and all of them 
are buying more coiiper than for sev- 
eral moiitlis past. There is also an 
improved demand for copper wire, and 
the rolling mills are quite busy, as 
might be expected with copper at Us 
present low price. 

•'Foreign buyers probably will not 
follow the market advance iVcai'iy 
all .of the British and European con- 
sumers bought In excess of tholr Im- 
mediate requirements early in the year, 
going on the principle that tho. metal 
.should be secured when It Is cheap. 
They can n6w well afford to retire 
from the market and- await develop- 
ments. 

"It is very good opinion that tho 

price of copper will hold between 13 
and 14 cents during tho coming three 
months. The statistical position is not 
(lulte .strong enough to warrant the ex- 
pectation of any considerable advance 
While tlie consunii)tlve demand is In.' 
creasing, it will be some time before 
It exceeds the current volume of pro- 
duction. The prospect is good, how- 
ever, that there will be an active mar- 
ket and that tlie supiilics In the bands 
of producers will ilimlnish rather than 
Increase.

Railway 
earning;! for July were 14.6 per cent, 
snmller than In the sai'ne month last 
year. 

l'"alliires In Canada nimiber 25,. aa 
against 2,") last week. 27 the i)recodliig 
:.'k and 31 last year. Canadian trade 
reports are of an Irregular chara<:ter, 
good in the western agricultural dis- 
tricts, but coiniKiratlvoly poor In the 
east. Many concerns aro retrenching, 
but they are basing hopes of Improve- 
ment on good western c'rop conditions.
